PREFACE 
Concerning the 
Power of Prejudice. 


T is a Caution neceſſary to be obſerved by 

all Chriſtians, which $7. Paul gzves ws, 

x Cor. 3.21. Not to glory in men; 

(1.c.) mot to prefer the Parts or pro- 

feſſed Piety of ſome men, ſo as to contemn 

or deſpiſe the Miniſtry of others. The reaſon of 
which he gives us, verl. 4. For while.one fays, 
F amof Paul, and another, Iam of Apollo, are- 
ye not (2. e. yeare) carnal > Thi partiality 
begets Envying, Strife, and Diviſions ; which 
are the works of the fleſh: And this Prejudice 
cauſeth men to be puffed up for one againſt ano- 
ther, chap. 4. 5. as the Corinthians were on be- 
half of falſe Teachers, to an oppoſition of the A- 
les theraſebves. This St. Jude obſerves to 
have been the fault of the Gnoftick-Diſciples, 
who had the perſons of Seducers in admira _

becauſe of advantage ; ( viz. ) the liberty, im- 


punity, and temporal accommodations which were 
permitted and promiſed by them. And by ſuch 
means St. Paul obſerves, that his Galatians, 
chap. 3. 1. were ſo bewitched, that they obeyed 
not the truth. And Tertullian deſervedly 
chides the Chriſtians in his age : An ex perlo- 
nis probamus fidem, an ex fide perſonas? De 
Preſcript. c. 3. Do we approve of the Faith 
by the perſons of men, or of their perions by 
the Faith2 The Faith once delivered to the 
Saints, ſhould always be the Rule by which we 
judge of the Miniſtry of men, Though we or 
an:Angel from Heaven preach any other Go- 
fpel unto you, let him be accurſed, Gal. 1.8. 
There are many falſe Teachers that transform 


themſelves into Angels of light , © and mix ſome 
precious Truths with their. daranable Errours. 
But if -_ teach a thing for Dottrine contrary 


to the Word of God, any Dottrine that tends to 
Impiety, Diſobedience, or Diviſions, it is our dut 
to reject, and withold Communion from them, he 
their parts never ſo excellentpand their pretences 
ever ſo plauſible; left it fares with us as with 
thoſe ſilly Larks, who being firf# taken with' the 
glitterings of the Glaſs, do play ſo long about it, 
till they are alſo taken in the Net to their de- 
ſtruftion. 
For being once dogmatized and captivated by 
men

men of ill principles, it will prove a-matter of 
great difficulty to extricate our ſelves. 1f we 
conſider how rare a thing it is for men of great 
Learning, and perhaps of good Conſcience too, 
to deliver themſelves from thoſe Snares in which 
by Education and Cuſtom, by Prepoſſeſion and 
carnal Prejudices , they have been involved : 
whereof St. Paul himſelf, being bred up as a 
Phariſee, may be an inſtance ; for whoſe Conver- 


fron no leſs than a Miracle was thought ſufficient. 


And no other account can be given, why ſo many 
learned men in- the Church of Rome 4, againft 
Scripture, Reaſon, and Senſe, believe and defend 
ſuch groſs Errours as they generally do, but the 
tyranny of Prejudice and Education.: for, quo - 
{emel eſt imbuta recens ſervabit odorem te- 
ſta div. The ways which we are trained up in 
from our youth, we will not depart from when we 
are old : For, as Juſtin Martyr 4 
obſerved, Cuſtom having once ni dren. 
got the advantage of long con- ſuerudine. Senec, 
tinuance, inſinuates Errors and x 
Impoſtures into the minds of men, under the no- 
tion and repreſentation of Truth ; and ſome men 
have told lyes ſo long, that at laft they have be- 
lieved them to be truths. © And Scripture it ſelf 
Aaoth intimate that it is morally as impoſſible for 
A man to learn todo well, that hath been ac- 
cuſtomed to do evil, a for an Ethiopian to 
* change 
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change his sFin, or a Leopard his ſpots. And 
Origen affirms, that of all Cuſtoms, thoſe mes ww 
Wy rugs , concerning opinions and matters of 
Doftrine, are moft prevalent : for when other 
Advantages do conſpire with our recerved Opint- 
oy, facile credimus quod maxime volumus ; 
and our religious Opinions being riveted into our 
minds by the weighty. Arguments of temporal and 
eternal Happineſs, it mu? be a power above that 
of Nature to vindicate us = the Captivity. 
Now ſuppoſe that I had made this diſcourſe to 


a Papiit. you cannot but think it reaſonable that 
he ſhould, in a matter of ſo great concern as his 
Sabvation , make diligent inquiry whether the 
Principles in which he hath been inſtrufted from 
his youth, be agreeable to the Rules of Godlineſs 


revealed in the Foly SS. and whether he ought 
ro believe and prattiſe all things which the Do- 
fors of that Church require of him, particularly 
concerning the Infallibility and Supremacy of the 
Pope, the giving of Divine Worſhip to conſecra- 
ted Wafers, to Saints and Images; or concerning 
Prayers to Saints, and for the Dead, and that in 
an unknown Tongue, &c. And there us as great 
reafon for ſuch as have been educated under er- 
roneous Parents, or Teachers in Heretical or 
Schiſmatical principles, notwithſtanding their too 
great credulity and fond opinion of the perſons 
and opinions of their Leaders, to have recourſe 
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te the Ward of God, and ſgarch the Scriptures, 
whether the Diftates that they ſo tenaciouſly ad- 
bere wit, be agreeable tothem or uot. Amicus 
Socrates, Amicus Plato; ſed magis Amica ver 
ritas, - Lec the perſons. be never ſo weerly rela- 
ted to ws, aud their Opinions never ſo well appro- 
ved by us, yet if they be contrary to the revealed 
Hil of Gid, we ought to rejett thew, - And if 
this praffice. be neceſſary , «as to the National 
Church wherein we are educated, ( euery- one 
being bound to give a reaſon of the Hope 
that is in him, ad not to give himſelf up to au 
implicite Faith, to believe as the Church doth be- 
lieve) much more is it our duty in thoſe "or 
of Religion wherein we differ from the eſtabliſhed 
Profeſſion, when it is oppugned by private per- 
ſons, be they Parents or Teachers : for as it is 
probable that they may erre, ſo it may be inf 
Suſpefted that they do erre, when they lead us 
into ſuch Opinions and Prafices as have been con- 
denmed by the generality of Chriſtians from the 
moſt pR_—_ and pureſt times of the Church ; 
which they that do erre from, will moſt vigorouſly 
oppoſe, as knowing that if they ſhould appeal to 
them, they will mof# certainly be condemned by 
them. 

Of this ſort are the —_— and Prafti- 
ces of Mr.B. and many other Writers of this 
Age ; and to know well the Authors of them, nw 
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be a means to undecerve us, and ſet us right in 
our judgment of their Writings, who have cauſed 
the many Controverſies and Confufions which have 


diſturbed the peace and good order both of our 
Church and State. - - To which end I ſhall compoſe 
ſuch a Charafter of the man and his Communi- 
cation with whom I have now to do,as he hath in 
Several Treatiſes left upon record; for the infor- 
mation of ſucceeding Ages, as well as for the un- 
decerving of the preſent. ' ©

CHAP. I. 


R. B. bath ſtarted a Paradox 
Cconce the beginn 
our late Wars ; oh by his 
confident Aſſertion , without 
any Argument, he thinks his 
credulous' Readers will believe: (viz.) That 
. the War was __- » between two Epiſcopal Par- 
: ties, the one a to Archbiſhop Whitgift, 
and the other to Biſhop Laud ; and _ the 
Parliament, the: Army, aud embly, onfiſted 
Cd of ſuch as were (he have We 
d boon ) Caſonghr FREY 
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diſprove him , report what others have faid, 
who refer the riſe of it as far back as King 
James, in whoſe Reign the Parliaments were 
divided into Regjans and Republicans, as Wil- 
ſon reports ; and tells you of many Diſputes 
between Prerogative and Priviledge. There 
was a Party that perſwaded that King and his 
Son to a War for recovery of the Palatinate; 
and having engaged them, denied them the 
aſſiſtance which was promiſed, intending to 
work upon their neceſſities. And where ©- 
ther Parliaments left, that of 1640 begun, as 
Mr. B. ſays. | | 
The War was not founded in Theological 
differences, but Law-diflerences. Letter to 
Mr. Hinckly, p. 2.5. The firſt open beginning was 
about the Militia, ſays Mr. B. and how then did 
the Biſhops begin it 2 The Commons wreſted 
it from the King, and by one Order after ano- 
ther,ſeized his Fortsand Magazins, the Tower 
of London, and his Navy: Had any of the Bi- 
ſhops a hand in this 2 They all did,and now do 
own, That the ſole command and diſpoſition 
of it is, and by the Laws of England ever was 
the nndoubted Right of his Majeſty; and that 
both or either of the Houſes of Parliament 
cannot nor ought to pretend- to the ſame. 
They were ſuch Conformiſts who begun the 
War, as' Mr. B. who taught, That the Law 


that ſaith the King ſhall have the Militia, ſup: 


poſeth

poſeth it to be againſt Enemies, and not againſt 
the Commonwealth, nor them that have a part in 
the Soveraignty ; and to refiſt him here, is not 
to refiſt Power, but Vſurpation and private Will. 
And where the Soveraignty is divided into ſe- 
veral hands, as into King and Parliament, and 
the King invades the <. art, they may law- 
fully defend their own by War, and the Subjeft 
lawfully aſſiſt them ; yea, though the power of 
the Militia be expreſly given to the King, unleſs 
it be alſo expreſſed that it ſhall not be in the o- 
ther. H. C. W. The. 363. 

Another beginning of the War was a Con- 
federacy with the Scots, then in the bowels of 
the Nation, with whom the King was infor- 
med that ſome of the Parliament held Corre- 
ſpondence ; (viz.) the five Members and Xim- 
bolton ; whom the Parliament: and City pro- 
teted from the hands of Juſtice, and procu- 
red and countenanced armed Tumults. Mr. 
B. makes an Objection, þ- 474. of H.C:W. 
That Tumult at Weſtminſter drove him -( 4. e. 
the King ) away. Anſw. Onely by diſpleafing, 
not by endangering or medling with him. t 
the King tells us otherwile in his Chapter of 
Tumults. 

Mr. B. knows of another ſort of five Mem- 
bers that began the War, who were no Epiſ: 
copal men ; I mean the Smettymmeans , who 


wrote {ſo inſolently and 'pedantickly againſt 
K B 2 that 
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that porn and. —_— Hall : 
And how {Jazc Pennington brought a Petition 
of x 5000 Londaners againſt Archbiſhops, Bl 
ſhops,Gc.which was ſeconded by the like from 
ſeveral Counties :: And on: March 10. 1640. a 
Bill. is read in the Houfe againft Eprfcopacy, 
and their Vote. in Parliament taken away, and 
many of them ſent to the Tower for entrin 
a Proteſt for their Priviledge. Did any o 
the Biſhops call in the Scors 2 or promote the 
Covenant or fit in the Aſſembly > who 
were choſen to that very end, that they 
might ſtir up the People to aſhſt the Parlia- 
ment againſt the King. Though all theſe 
things be left on Record, yet Mr. B. thinks 
by tus bare authority to perſwade the preſent 
and ſucceeding Generations, that the War was 
begun by Biſhops, and carried on by a Parlia- 
ment; an Army, and Aſſembly of Conform- 
iſts 


Mr. B. will not fay that Biſhop Fa# 

( whom he fo frequently commends ) had a- 
ny hand in the beginning of our Wars; nor 
will he ever be able to perſwade others, that 
what he hath written and publickly delivered 
as matter of fat in the beginning of our Trou- 
bes, is falſe. I therefore refer the Reader to

'The Par- 
liament was no ſooner ſate," than many vehement 
Speeches were made againſt eftaliſhed Church- 
government, ana” enforcement of extirpation root 
and branch. It was contrived to draw Petitions 
accuſatory from many parts of the Kingdom a- 
gainſt Epiſcopal government ; the promoters of 
the Petitions were entertained with- great re- 
fot The Petitions of the oppofite party, ſub- 
fcribed with thouſand hands," were lighted 
and-diſregarded. ' The Rabble of London were 
ftirred up to come armed by thouſands to the 
Houſes, offering foul abuſes, crying out, No Bt- 
ſhops, no Biſhops; and profeſſed they would 
pull the Biſhops in _ The Houſe of Lords 
ſent: Meſſages to diſperſe them ; they hold on. 
The Marqueſs of Hartford told the Biſhops they 
were'in great þ ho adviſing them 'to continue 
in the Houſe that night.

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From this Relation the indifferent -Reader 
may. perceive how far the Biſhops were from 
beginning the War , who ſuffered moſt: of 
theſe Indignitics before the War begun ; and 
how cauſles and ſhameleſs the Clamours of 
Mr. B. and his Party, concerning their perſe- 
cation by Biſhops are, when they openly af- 
front the known Laws,by keeping up publick 
Conventieles.in the chiefeſt Cities of the Ny- 
tion; and thoſe Reverend :Biſhops were-ſo 
barbarouſly treated by their Predeceflors, - a- 
gainſt all Law and Humanity. And-I defire 
the Reader to obſerve, whether from the year 
1660. to this preſent time, it hath not 
is chief work to pour out the like Contempr, 
Malice, and Violence; as was begun in 1640, 
and as Quintilian ſays, Maledicus 2 Malefico 
on diſtat nift occafione. From theſe injuries 
to the Biſhops, they proceed to abuſe and af- 
front the King, and force from kim his two 
principal Counſellors, whom they by unpa- 
rallefd proceedings cut off as their moſt for- 
midable Enemies. And having driven the 
King away by Tumults, they endeavour by 
Remonſtrances, Declarations, and Propoſitt- 
ons, to make his return impoſlible. In Fave 
42.the Faction fends a Petition with Nineteen 
Propoſitions to. his Majeſty; to which he 
made many gracious Conceſſions, as he was 
ready to do, eyen to the one half of his Pre-- 
| rogative, 
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rogative, 'to prevent that Deluge of Bloud 
which he fareſaw would follow on the War. 
Out of theſe Conceſſions, faith Mr. B. (and like- 
ly he knows by whom ) there was framed « 
Catechiſm that would juſtifie the P arliament is 
all their proceedings againſt the King. Yet 
many of thoſe Propoſitions were ſuch, as his 
Majeſty declared he could neither in Honour 
nor Conſcience conſent unto. One was,, faith 
that Royal Martyr in his Chap. of. the, x9 
Propoſ. To bind my ſelf to a general and implicite 
conſent to whatever they ſhal defire or propound ; 

which were as if Sampſon ſhould have conſented 
wot. onely. to. bind his own hands, and cut. off hu 
hair, but to put out his own eyes,, that the Phili- 
ſtins might with the more ſafety mock and abuſe 
him ; which they choſe rather to do than quite to 
deftroy him, when he was become ſo tame an obje?F 
and fit occafion for their ſport and ſcorn. - This 
uſe Mr. B. and. the Fattion make of all his 
Majeſties Condeſcentions. But let them 
take in alſo his Majeſties Conceſſions at the 
Iſle of Wight, when, his life was in ſuch appa- 
rent danger, and make a ſecond Edition: of 
that Catechiſm : And I ſuppoſe there cannot 
be a more full juſtification of his Majeſties real 
deſires of Peace, who granted ſo much ; nor 
a clearer demonſtration of their zateations for 


War, who would accept of nothing leſs than 


an abſolute ſurrender of the whole Soveraign 
power ;

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power ; and having ſeized that, they could 
not 'be ſecure without his Life alſo. 


This may ſuffice ( there being fo many 


Hiſtories of the riſe of our late Civil Wars, 
Eſpecially that of Mr. Dugdate) to diſprove

PY it had been for himfelf and the Nation, 
if he had publiſhed them onely ; but. thete 
being laid as Baits in the way of the Vulgar, 
to make them ſwallow his Polemical Writings, 
which are but ſo many Hooks and Snares to 
draw them in, and retain them in Rebellion 
and Schiſm ; our Nation would be lefs in 
danger of new flames, if they were all con- 
ſumed to aſhes. Neither Men nor Books, 
nor any thing: elſe , is properly , but 
what is ſo ex caufis integrs. And when his 
own praCtice demonſtrates that his writings 
for Peace and Unity are but ſo many pleas 
tor Schifm and Diviſion; and like the Egy- 
ptian Temples , however beautiful in the 
Porches and outfides-, are full of Serpents 
and Crocodiles within,” which a multitude of 
people do adore ; they do not onely need an 
Index; but an Tomi expurgatorius,to ſecure the

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| pepple from them. There needs no other argu” 
ment to undeceive the people as to his preten- 
ces for Peace and Unity in the Church'of God, 
than his furious ating in, and arguing for 
that moſt unnatural War againſt the King. 
And1 dare challenge any Hiſtorian that hat 

obſerved or read the Tragedies of the late 
Times, to ſhew a parallel in any one perſon 
(Thay, not onely among(t the Apoſtate Cler- 
gie, but the Laity, and the worſt of them ) 
that may equal Mr. B. Who is there among 
the living, that entertained more early pre- 
judices againſt the Biſhops ? that left his Cal- 
ling, as a Miniſter of peace, and entred with 
the firſt into the War againſt the _ and 
for four years ſpace (which was the heat of 
the War ) was an Agent as well as an eye- 
witneſs of moſt of the terrible Battles that 
were fought in England 2 Who ever boaſted 
of drawing ſome thouſands to that War 2 
Who hath ſaid more to juſtifie not' the War 
onely, but the Death of the Royal Mar- 
tyr?

Had any man publiſhed the like paſſages 
as are here related upon his own credit, they

any man can repreſent him a more vile per- 
ſon, than he hath done himſelf in that which 
followeth.

( IntroduRtion to the Ay of Epiſc.) Mr. B. 
began to be a Cenſor morum before he was at 
the age of Ten; but being now above Se- 
venty , either Gratitude or Charity ſhould 
have obliged him to ſpare the Aſhes of them 
that had been long dead, and to fay nothing, 
or no il] of them : and probably ſome of 
them deſerved better things ; but /»gratum { 
aixeri, Oc. His firſt Maſter, he ſays, was a 
Reader never 'at any Univerſity, and paw 
ched 
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ched onee 4 moneth-: of him: ( being allied 
to Mr. B. and becauſe he: mended ). he' fays 
no more, but leaves us-to.conjecture.,. b 
what he ſays of the reſt. Fromthe age of fix 
till ten, I had Four School-mafters. Curates of 
the place ſucceſſfvely, that read Common prayer ; 
two never preached, the other two ſeldom ; but 
the" two more learned drank' themſebves into 
beggary, and left us. The like he fays of one 
Mr. Tale B. D, who drank himſelf, Wife, and 
Children to ſtark beggary. After the age 
of Ten, he fays, p. 58. of his late Apol. he 
came to live at the habitation of his Ance- 
ſtors, (butchames not the place: ) the Curate 
there was another of his School-maſters, who, 
he ſays, never preached but once in his tune, 
and then.he was drunk in the Pulpit. After that 
I fell into the hand of a teacher that ſtudied for 
eferment', and reviled Puritans ( it ſeems 
his love to theſe, tranſported lum againſt all 
good mannets- to ſpeak fo ill of his Ma- 
tters:) at length I was taken into the tuition of 
a grave and eminent man of high eſteem among 
eat men, who expetted verily to have been a 
Biſhop. He loved me well, but ſo far fruſtra- 
ted my expeftation, that in two years time be 
" meither read to me, nor inflrutted me one hour, 
\but diſcomrſed uſually of the unearned fattious 
Puritans : inhis Sturly, which was all my help, 
I remember not one Greek Book but the Tefta- 
ment ;

and Neoterick Divines : And he ſtudied little 
all the year bat Biſhop Andrews Sermons. Hi- 
therto, fays Mr. B. Thad no Nonconformiſts prin- 
ciples. T know not of what age Mr. B. was 
then ; but at Nineteen he tells 
us he had a diſtaſte againſt Bi- Pref. to Carhol, 
ſhops as Perſecutors (as he BY 
had alſo againſt his Maſters for reviling of 
Puritans.) , ef 
If any ſuſpe& that his Father infuſed the 
Principles of Nonconformity, he denies that 
his Father ever ſcrupled any point of Con- 
formity, or ſpake againſt it, which is a tare 
tive ; yet he was 'reviled by the Drun- 
kards and Rabble by the name of Precifian 
and Puritan , as bitterly as any Nonconfor- 
miſt now.

terves the contrary, p. 88. of his Apol.) Mz- 
niſters were ejefted and puniſhed for not _ 
towards the Altar, for preaching Leftures, 
twice on the Lords day; (whereas the Canon 
onely required, that they who uſed that Cere- 
mony, would not deſpiſe them that uſed it 
not, &c. obliging no'man ) and the Afternoon- 
Sermon was only to be exchanged for a Catechize- 
Lefture. Nor were any puniſhed , but for 
preaching or praQtiſing Sedition and FaQtion, 
which were then ſo ſtrong as to affront the 
Laws, and within a little while to deſtro 
them and the Government both in Church 
and State. To diſmiſs this Book of the

And the Commiſfioners of. the 
general Aſſembly reſolved, that it the King 
be excluded from Government in England 
for not granting the Propoſitions concerning 
Religion and the Covenant, ' it was not law- 
ful tor that Kingdom to aſſiſt him for the 
recovery of the Government. Nay , they 
threaten to deliver him up tothe Parliament 
of England, as ſhortly after they did for 

00000 I. for the raiſing of which ſum, an 
Otdinance is paſt for Sale of the Biſhops 
Lands at ten years value, Nov. 16. And: by 
another Ordinance, Feb. 8. none were to bear 
any Office Civil or Military that refuſed: to-.

ced a man of ſo generous a Spirit to ſome 
eminent Military Preferment, whereof (his 
Miniſtry notwithſtanding) he thought him- 
ſelf capable. But this great Warrior, partly 
through regret at his diſappointments , of 
which he complains in the 2 p. of his —_—

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before his Saints everlaſting Reſt, againſt ww 
grateful men; and partly through his bodily 
infirmities (for however willing his Spirit 
was, his Fleſh was grown weak ) being ex- 
hauſted by the accidents of War : For in the 
ſame Page he tells us, that Bomrg in bis Quar- 
ters far 0 —_— __ caff ow extream 
langeuiſhing by the ſudden lo about a gallon

with the Parliament ; and preſſeth on them 
the ſin of forcing out 140 Members firſt, and 
then 129, and their proclaiming it Treaſon to 
fay that the Parliament was in being : And then 
he urgeth thoſe Scriptures. to them, which 
himſelt had ſhewh them an example to con- 
tein, Rom. 13. 1 Pet.2.13. and that they 
might know his meaning, he tells them, That 
the ſecluded Members were the beſt Governours 
in all the World ; ' that they had the Supremacy, 
and yet had been refiſted and depoſed in Eng.

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B. had for his great veneration-of the 
Members, wr. cr for thoſe who ry 
led the Rump. Did noe they eprev iv'thae ak 
curſed Vote of Now- Addreſſes to the King'bes 
fore their Seclufion? Did tiot they upari their 
readmiſfion, re-enforce the Bngagen to be 
true and faithful to the Commontw#aHth without 2 
King or Houſe of: Lords ? more rior 
atvide au Oath of Abiurationof the King,toby 
taken by ſuch as were to ſit in the Council'df 
State > Did not fome of them'ſend to Gerieral 
Monk to adviſe'him that he'muſt take that 
Oath, before his admittance into that Council 3 
Did they not offer to ſettle Flampron-Court on 
General Moxk, and defire him to take the Go- 
vernment ' on himſelf, under what Title he 
pleaſed > ' And - becauſe they did this, (and 
might juſtifie themſelves in fo doing, n 
Mr. B.s Theſes in his Holy Commonwealth \) 
they are (all theſe things notwithſtanding 
the Supream Powers, the beſt Governours in 
all the Workd, and fuch as to refiſt, is to'incur 
Damnation. - | 
Mr. B. during the time of his abode at 
Kedderminſter, was not employed' in writing 
onely, as he did againſt Dr. Pierce, juft Juftifying 
the Trade of Sognifirations: and agait) 
thers, repreſeming them as men thar hal rieh- 
ther hatred to-$in, nor- love to Godlingls 6r 
common Honeſty. ; becauſe; he fays, they

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pablifted ſo many, ſo groſs and flamelef Falſe 
0 , and pied te part of the- Accufers 
# the Brethren, p. 308. of Poſtſcript to the 
True Catholich, ; But he was employed alſoin 
a\liſting the Commiſſioners toriSequeſtrations, 
1 2.97..2bid.. ., Yet he excuſeththe:matter,and 

| I perſecuted or caFt.\out.any, or en- 
degquoured it by mordor detd,unlefs for notorious 
ſeandal-.or inſufficiency; 'and- we know that 
Dr. Yzerce, and ſuch as he, were then accoun- 
ted ſuch, . as,not having the Grace of God-in 
them. | Upon ſome ſuch account it was, that 
Dr. Sanderſon and Dr. Pocock were: ejetted, to 
the perpetual infamy of the;Ejeftors. © © 
How vainly doth Mr. B::{tillpkad. for Se- 
queſtrations, p. 78. of his Apo: Firſt, That 
the. Miniſters were ejefted by the' Seeular Power.” 
But were not they animatediby 'the Clergy 
who, as Mr. B. had theo no Benefices? ,Se- 
condly, , That ſome of the Parifh.ivere the Ac- 
cuſers, Witneſſes , and Sollicttors, ' And ſuch' 
may. be ſtill found: jn moſt Pariſhes. where 
. thereare very good Miniſters But, Thirdly,” 
The . People ſhould not; be left as Heathen, and 
therefore 'tis an excuſable errour ; and when the. 
love of Souls makes them ſpend themſelves for 
the Peoples good, this ſhould not be thought their! 
apardonal crime. And they did think that 
Salary was for the Work 3, and'if they bad a: 
Lawful call to the Wark of the place; they thought- 
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Hiftory of Separation. 49 
they had ſo to the Salary. Now though Mr. 
B. framed: theſe Reaſons for them, Bo adds, 


I juſtifie not their Reaſons; but my Opinion is, 


That being young men moſtly in the Univerſities, 
that ha bel or nothing of their own, t 

could not well otherwiſe have got Bread and Clo- 
thing, much leſs Fire, Honſe-room, &&c. Thoſe 
young men could better have ſhifted for their 
maintenance, than turn ſo many aged Mini- 
ſters with Wives and Children out of all. Of 
ſuchas ſay, We may do evil that good may come 
of it, the Apoſtle ſays, Their dammation u jufT. 
But Mr. B. concludes, p. 79. To ſay the truth, 
many of them thought it a gasd work, yea very 
good, to caſt out theſe ( thouſands of them 


whoſe Livings were deſirable, by falſe accuſa- 


tions ) as inſufficient or Vicious. 


Theſe are that learned; godly, faithful Clergy 
that have choſen Mr. B. their Prolocutor to 
Jjuſtifie them in all their Diſobedience and Vio- 
lences, and to accuſe the Conformiſts of per:- 
Jury, perſecution, and other heinous fins, in 
thoſe Books which he calls his Pleas for Peace. 

Becauſe Mr. B. thinks himſelf abuſed in the 
account which Mr. Durel and others have gi- 
ven of his Sequeſtration at Xedderminſter, take 
his own account. In the year 40. the Parlia- 
ment began to ſequeſter ſuch Miniſters as a 
peared moſt loyal; and fo early the. people 
of Kedderminſter article againſt their Vicar : 

fs E it 
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it was worth then about cightfcore pounds 
per Annum, (now more.) The Vicar _ 
to loſe all, is forced to give a Bond of 500 7. 
to pay 601. yearly to a Lecturer. Mr. B. is 
invited to accept of it, and holds it for a year 
and half, being driven oft by the Wars, 
which he followed four years, and thinks it a 
kindneſs that he did not ſue the Vicar for his 
601. per Annum which he did nothing| for. 
But at his return, the Vicar is ſequeſtred by a 
Committee, and Mr. B. is. importuned to 
take it ; which he refuſeth to do in his own 
name, but thus it was contraved : 7 gor af 
the Magiſtrates and Chief of the Town together, 
who openly ſubſcribed'to give me 100 1. per An- 
num, as their Letturer ; and that no part of this 


ſhould accrue from the Vicaridge. But mark 
the Juggle ! He faid immediately before, / 
told them, that by an = gong which. I 


procured , making my 601. an 1001. and 4 
houſe, I would be their Letturer as before. This 
601. was to come out of the Vicaridge, not- 
withſtanding that Proviſo to the contrary. 
But the Sequeſtrators who gathered the 
Tythes, gave him no account ; nor needed 
they : if it be true that Mr. B. had 8 or go /. 
and an Aſſiſtant about 60./. more, there was 
not much left tor the Vicar. But Mr. B: af- 
ked- them whether any of the money they 
gave him came out of the Tythes: They _ 
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him, the 607. due by Bond, and an Augmen- 
tation granted by Parliament, was more than 
he had; (2. e.) all that he had came out of 
the Vicaridge , though it were not full as 
much as was promiſed him: for the Bond 
and Augmentation came to 100 4. whereas he 
received but 80 or gol. And they uſed my 
name ( fairh Mr. B.) in letting the Tythes : 
for they had privily got an Order to put me in 
the ſequeſtred Vicaridge ; which when I knew, 
F conſented to, for their indemnity. So that 
after all his art to evade the guilt of a Seque- 
ſtrator, it is plain the Vicaridge was ſequeſtred 
in. his name, the Tythes agreed for in his 
name, the Pay was made out of the Tythes ; 
ahd to all this, though poſt faitum, Mr. B. 
conſented. And this was my taking the Seque- 
ſtration, p. 81. of Apol. 1 know that ſome 
perſons have minded Mr. B. to make reſtitu- 
tion ; but he rhinks he had a right to it, and 
wants but a Secular Power to place him in it 
again ; yea, he thinks himſelf wronged that 
he hath not the fifth part till payed him : 
for, p. 85. Even the Uſurpers allowed the Wives 
of the ſequeſtred Miniſters the fifth part; for 
 mypart, I never asked you ſo much. He expe- 

cted to have it offered him as his due, without 
_ But I ſuppoſe his manyy hundred 
pounds of Arrears ſ&om the Army, and lys 
Fitths from Xedderminfter, will be payed toge- 
ther. E 2 The 
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The ProteQor 0. never had any reſpect for 
him: and he would now —— the world 
that he had as little for the Prote&or-; al- 
though in an Epiſtle to his Son Richard, be- 
fore the Key for Catholicks, he thus applauds 
him : The ſerious Endeavours of your Renowned 
Father for the Proteſtants of Savoy, diſcovered 
to the World by Mr. Morland, hath won him 
more eſteem in the hearts of many that fear the 
Lord, than all his Viftories in themſelves _ 
dered : We pray that you may inherit a tender 
Care of the Cauſe of Chriſt, When. Mr.. B. 
could not be fo great a ſtranger as to be 1g- 
norant how the Charity of the People, which 
was very large at that time, was aluſed, and 
employed to very ill uſes; yet with Mr. B. 
Oliver is as David, and his Son Richard as S0- 
lomon. 

How Mr. B. and his Party behaved them- 
ſelves during the impriſonment of the King, 
and while he was in the hands of his Murder- 
ers, they are not willing to diſcover. Mr. B, 
for his part ſays, That he proved in the times 
of Uſurpation, that the Presbyteriansdeteſted 
it, that the Londoy-Miniſters printed their ab- 
horrence of it to the World, &c. Preface to 
Second Plea. As for the London-Miniſters, I 
read, that about 59 of them in number plea- 
ded for the King in theſe words : That the wo- 

Jul Miſcarriages of the King himſelf, which we 
cannot 
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cannot but acknowledge to be very many and 
great in his Government , have. coſt the three 
Kingdoms ſo dear, and caſt him down from his 
Excellency into a horrid pit of Miſery beyond 
example. This Plea for the King 1s like their 
late Pleas for Peace , ( 4.e. Jultifications of 
Schiſm and Sedition;) for in it they ſay e- 
nough to excuſe the Regicides : We cannot 
but acknowledge, ( i.e. we affirm and bear 
witneſs) that the woful Miſcarriages of the King 
himſelf, not of his evil Counſellors onely, but his 
perſonal Crimes and fundamental Errours in Go- 
verument, too many and great to be here men- 
tioned, have coft the three Kingdoms ſo dear, as 
that all the Blowdſhed, and Rapine, and Deva- 
ſtations that have been made in England, Scot- 
land, and Ireland; might be charged on him ; 
and for theſe he is juſtly caſt down from his Excel- 
lency into ſo horrid a = of Miſery beyond ex- 
ample : (1.e.) Though the like were never done 
in the world, he is juſtly fallen under a ſentence 
of Condemnation. As to Mr. B.s particular 
abhorrence of that barbarous fa&t, and his pro- 
ving that the Presbyterians deteſted it, I ſup- 
pole the place he refers to, is his Key for Ca- 
tholicks, p. 321. &c. he fays in p. 323. That 
the caſe of murdering our King , 4 ers very 
much from the wh pars Plot, or pg m_—_ 
ing of Kings, and teaching that it 15 or a 
= Mou to do it. 4 War, and ſes 
E 3 " roug 
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rous Murder, are not all one; mor is a part of 
the Soveraign Power all one with a private hand, 
P. 324. I have read what Fohn Goodwin and 
Milton have written in vindication of that 
horrid Murder, and do telieve that Mr. B. 
hath out-done them both. Let the Reader 
ſeriouſly peruſe that part of his Writings 
( which he quotes to prove the contrary ) 
from p. 323. top. 326. and I believe he will 
be of the ſame opinion : for the deſigne of it 
is to prove,that, (p.32.3.) {f#he Body of a Com- 
monwealth, or thoſe that have part in the Le- 
giſlative Power, and ſo in the Supremacy, ſhould 
unwillingly be engaged in a War with the Prince, 
and after many years Bloud and Defolations, 
judiciouſly take away his Life, as guilty of all this 
Bloud, and not to be truſted any more with Go- 
vernment ; and all this they do, not as private 
men, but as the remaining Soveraign Fower, 
and ſay they do according to Laws : undoubtedly 
the caſe differs very mach from Papiſts murder- 
ing of Kings. IT ſpeak not this by way of Fuſtift- 
cation, faith Mr. B. p. 325. whether they were 
in the right or wrong, I am not the Judge ; but 
ſutely it was the Fudgment of the Parliament 
upon the divifton, (between the King and them) 
the power was in them to defend themfeves and 
the Commonwealth, and ſuppreſs all Subjetts that 
were in Arms againſt them ; and that thoſe" that 
did refift them, did refiff the Higher Powers ſet 

over 
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over them by God, and therefore were guil 

the damnation of Refifters. And this | £ 
ſured the people was a truth : And fo hath 
Mr. B. done too in his Political Aphoriſms 
more at large';; but expreſly enough in this 
place, where under the name of Grotiws,p.32.4. 
he aſſerts, That the Legiſlative Power being 
divided between the Prince and Senate, the 
Prince invading the Senates Right, may juſtly 
be rehſted and, loſe his Right. And this was 
well underſtood by all that in the 
War againſt the King from the beginning, 
that in caſe they conquered the King, he was 
no more to be truſted with the Government : 
For if it were known oo _ Mr. B;) 
that if they ſhould purchaſe a Vi their 
pals þ wrt they Pan done all, they ns be all 
governed. by him whom they have conquered, and 
lie at his mercy, t d hardly ever have an 
Army to defend them. So that the King was 
never more to be truſted ( z.e.) either with 
Government or Life. 

As for Mr. Love, Mr. B. in the cited Pre- 
face intimates, that he was beheaded for his 
Loyalty ; which I think he ſufficiently de- 
monſtrated, in theſe two paſſages : ( Not to 
take notice here of his barbarous inſulting o- 
ver that truly great Prelate when he was 
_ to the Block, waving his Handket- 

icf, andcrying out, Art thou come, little Will, 
| E 4 &c.) 
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&c.) the. one, in his Sermon at ©xbridge : 
It was the Lord that troubled Achan, and cut 
him off becauſe he troubled Iſrael. O that in 
this our State phyſicians would reſemble God, to 
cat off thoſe from the Land that have diſtem- 
pered it ; ( and he tells us plainly whom he 
means ) Melius pereat unus quam unitas : men 
that lie under the guilt of much innocent bloud, 
are not fit perſons to be at peace with, till all 
the guilt of bloud be expiated and avenged, ei- 
ther by the Sword of the Law,or by the Law of the 
Sword, elſe the peace can never be ſafe or ju#T. 
The other paſſage was, in his Speech, Se. 
14 of his Trial ; where ſpeaking of his op- 
poſing the Tyranny of a King, he fays, / 
did, it 15 true, in my place and calling , oppoſe 
the Forces of the late King ; and were he alive 
again , and ſhould I Irve longer, the Cauſe be- 
ing as then it was, T ſhould oppoſe him longer ; 
6 is., he had lived, and would die a Re- 
bel. 

An hundred inſtances of ſuch fatal refle. 
ctions on that excellent Prince, have been no- - 
ted in the Sermons and other Writings of 
men of Mr. B.'s perſwaſion ; and yet to 
ſhew that he dares do any thing to juſtifie 
his party, he makes a bold challenge to thoſe 
whom he calls their accuſers, to ſhew , if 
they can, what Body or Party of men on 
Earth have more ſound and Loyal Principles 
| as 
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of Government and Obedience. And yet t 
have preacht and publiſht to the world the 
fame Doctrines which were voted Fanuary the 
fourth 1648. That the Repreſentative of the 
People in Parliament have the Supream power 
of the Nation ; and whatever is enated or de- 
clared for Law by the Commons in Parliament, 
hath the form of a Law; and the People are 
concluded thereby , though the conſent of King 
and Peers be not had thereunto. Which 
Votes were paſled in order to the Kings 
Tral. 

Were not they the King's moſt Loyal Sub- 
jects, that carried on a War againſt him, until 
they made him their Priſoner, and then uſed 
him as a captiv'd Slave, denying him the li- 
berty of a- Man, the fociety of Wife, Chil- 
dren, and any Attendant whom he could 
truſt ; and of a Chriſtian, denying him the 
aſſiſtance of his Chaplains ; leaving him-no 
comfort that might make his lite deſtrable, 
þut perpetually baiting him with the Cove- 
nant, and ſuch unreaſonable Propoſitions as 
they knew beforehand the King could not in 
Honour or Conſcience comply with 2 Being 
thus. bound and chain'd , the Independants 
take him out of their hands, and put an end 
to his ſufferings. Salmafus, a great Presby- 
terian himſelt, truly repreſents the caſe : 
a Thief ( fays he, p.. 353 of his Defenfio Re- 
ga) 
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ia ) — a Traveler, diſarms him, robs 
Lim ; fa Money, and leaves him naked, and 
faſt to ſome Tree , and ſome ravenous 
Beaſt finding him in that condition , kills and 
devours him ; to whom onght the cauſe of his 
death to be imputed > to the Thief, or to the 
Beaſt * And he concludes, ta juſkam Regem 
& ſantlam extinxere Presbyteriani. Theſe 
difarmed him of his Militia, theſe bought and 
fold him as a Captive, theſe covenanted to 
preſerve his Lite, with a condition of his pre- 
ſerving their Religion ; which when he ſhould 
retuſe , they thought themſelves bound by 
Covenant to deſert him. The Army 1n a 
Remonſtrance from St. Albavs, Novemb. 15. 
fay, that Whereas it might be objefted, that 
the Covenant obliged them to preferve the Kings 
perſox : They ſay, It was with this reſtriftion, 
in the preſervation of the true Religion. Re- 
ligion and pablick Intereft were to be anderſtood 
the principal and ſupream matters ingaged for ; 
the Kings Perſon and Authority were inferiour 
and Ghndinate ;- which being mot confiſtent 
with the preſervation of Religion and publick 
Intere#?, they were by the Covenant obliged a- 
gainft it. And what was it leſs that the Com: 
miſſtoners of the General Aſſembly of the 
Scots reſolved on, wiz. That if the King were 
excluded from Government in England for not 
granting the Propoſitions concerning Religion 


and 
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and the Covenant, it was not lawful for that 
Kingdom to aſſiſt him for the. recovery of his Go- 
vernment 2 ( yet this is that ſolemn Covenant, 
for the obligation whereof Mr. B. ſo contu- 
maciouſly-pleads, againſt the Authority of 
the whole Nation.) And upon theſe and 
ſuch-like Propoſals from Scotland , the Par- 
liament vote, That no more Addreſſes be made 
from them to the King, nor any Letters or Meſ- 
fage received from him : And, That it ſbould 
be Treaſon for any perſon to recerve Letters from 
the King, or deliver any to him, without leave 
from both Houſes. And were not theſe the 
Kings moſt Loyal Subje&s 2 Or what Body 
or Party of men have in Mr. B.'s ſence more 
ſound or Loyal Principles of Government 
and Obedience ? 

Though Mr. B. was difabled to combate 
any longer with the Sword, yet is he reſol- 
ved to do it with the Pen , which he dips not 
in Gall and Vinegar, but in the very Poyſon of 
Alps, to keep open the Wounds of the expi- 
ring Church : To which end he endeavours 
to draw his Neighbour-Miniſters into av 4ſ- 
ſeciation , and procures the Worceſter-ſhire-A- 

eement ; the deſign of which you may ſee 
in Mr. Bs Gildas Salvianus, which was in- 
tended as a Humiliation-ſermon to thoſe that 
would enter into the Aſſociation; not that 
they ſhould humble themſelves , but the 
Clergie 
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Clergie that yet adhered to the King : For 
one effe&t of it was, the promoting a Peti- 
tion, That notoriouſly inſufficient ayd 7 dy 
perſons ( and as ſuch, Mr. B. repreſented the 
Loyal Clergie; though, as himſelf obſerves 
m1 the ſame Book , the Synod of Dort called 
them Srupor Mund: , the aſtoniſhment of the 
World, by reaſon of their eminency ) ſhould 
not be permitted to meddle with the myſteries 
of Chrift , eſpecially the Sacraments. Upon 
which Petition , as Mr. B. hath been told, 
there iſſued that rigid Proclamation for $:- 
'Tencing all ſequeſtred Miniſters, and forbid- 
ding them not onely the exerciſe of their Mi- 
niftry, but of keeping any Schools, &c. A 
deſrgn as witleſs as it was wicked ; for Mr. 
B. notes in the Preface to that Book, That it 
had been put to a Vote in Parliament, to take 
away both Miniſtry and Maintenance ; yet, like 
another Sampſon, he is pulling down the pil- - 
lars of that Houſe, whoſe Ruines would bury 
Inmſelf and all his Order. A little taſte 
of his malice at that ſeaſon, muſt needs di- 
ſtaſte the impartial Reader. One ſort that will 
be offended at me (fays he) are ſome of the 
Divines of the Prelatical way, ( as indeed they 
all juſtly might ) for reproaching not as 6 
hearfay, but from fight and feeling , firſt, the 
Silencing of moſt —_ able men, the perſecution 
even of the peaceable , the -diſcountenance 
godlineſs, 
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odlineſs , and the inſulting ſcorn -of the profa- 
_ in the Land. And Gow he, pode 
ing, drunken , ignorant , ſcandalous , negligent 
Miniſters are caft out, and we have now many 
humble , godly, ws or Teachers in a County. 
And as for the people, he fays in the ame K, 
piſtle to his Gildas, That moF# of them where- 
ever he came, did make Religion, and reading . 
the $. S. or Jpeating of the way to Heaven , the 
matter of their bitter ſcorn and reproach. He 
ſpares not to revile the Royal Martyr, as if 
he intended to juſtifie his Murder : Xp 
Charles ( faith he ) by the Biſhops inſtigation, 
kept Mr. Pryn long in priſon , and twice cropt 
hy Ears for writing againſt their Masks and 
Plays, and the high and hard proceedings of 
the Prelates ; though the Archbiſhop ( whote 
Head they cut oft for leſs ) ſhewed greater 
crimes , of which he was proved guilty , in his 
Speech in the Star-chamber. This was not 
ſuch po as God required, to looſe the bands of 
wickedneſs, to undo the heavy burthens,to break e- 
very Toak, and let the oppreſſed go free. This 
was the hypocrites faſt for ſtrife and debate, 
and to ſmite with the fift of wickedneſs, and to 
make their voice to be heard on high, Iiai. 58. 4. 
in the words of the proud Phariſee, God _/ 
thank thee, I am not as other men , nor as this 
Publican ; as will appear to him that reads Ch. 
4.5.1, and p. 154- where herailcth intolera- 
bly 
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bly againſt the Rulers, as Haters of praftical 
gedlinefi , and of all that would but ſpeak ſe- 
ouſly of Heaven, and tell men of Death and 
Judgement , and ſpend the Lords day in pre- 
paration thereto ; that did but pray in their 
Families, or reprove Drunkenneſs or Swearing. 
What could any Papiſt ſay more to difparage 
the Church of Emgland > As to the inferiour 
Clergie , he fays, p. 157. The Churches were 
peftered with abundance of meer Readers, Druw 
ken, Profane , and Debauched men ; and many 
that had more plaufible tongues, made it their 
chief bufineſs to bring thoſe they called Puritans 
into diſgrace. So that I muit needs ſay, I 
knew no place in thoſe times ( for he ſpeaks of 
men and places within his knowledge) where a 
man might not more ſafely have been drunk eve 
week, than to have gone to hear a Sermon if he 
had none at home. Nor doth he ſpare thoſe 
that died long before his memory , p. 143. 
What toys and trifles did the ancient Reverend 
Fathers of the Church peſter the Church with 2 
And what uſeleſs ſtuff are many of their Canons 
compoſed of 2 Three lamentable vices did the 
Prelates of the Church commonly abound in. 
Pride the Root, and Contention' and Vain. 
glory the Fruit, &c. to p. 149. where he is 
not aſhamed to tell the world what troubles 
the firſt Nonconformiſts raiſed at Frankfort 
2gainſt thoſe Reformers and Conteſſors that 
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were extled for maintaining the fame Wor- 
ſhip and Liturgjie, for the defence of which 
many Biſhops and Miniſters were ſuffering 
Martyrdom under the Papiſts. No ſooner 
were they ( the Nonconformiſts ) cafed home, 
faith he, p. 150. but ſome of them were ſo in- 
temperate, impatient, and unpeaceable, that ſome 
turned to flat ſeparation, and flew in the faces 
of the Prelates with reviling. Yet Mr. B. 
doth the fame, and accounts the requiring of 
Unfformity-in the fame or a better Worlkip, 
to be a' Perſecution. As for his Brethren, he 
profefleth to believe, that England never had 
ſo able and faithful a Miniſtry fince it was a 
Nation as at this day, viz. Decemb. 4. 1655. 
in the heat of Rebellion; yet he affirms, 
Sure I am , the change us ſo great within theſe 
twelve years, that it 1s one of the greateſt joys 
that ever I had in the world to behold it. But tor 
the Prelatical party, he brings in ſome, ſaying, 
They are all empty, careleſs, if not ſcandalous 
and ungodly men. And may we not conclude 
as Mr. B. doth, p.1 67. This is not a confeſſing fin, 
but an applauding thoſe whoſe fins they preten 
to con v; 2 Mr. B. calls this Book Gildas Sal- 
vianus; but he might have more truly enti. 
tled it, Excidium Britannicum : for that fol- 
lowed on it. 
In the year 1658. juſt Ten years after that 
the beſt of Kings ſuffered by the worſt of 


men, 
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men, Mr. B. ſets forth his Grotian Religzon ; 
and through Grot:ws's ſides , ſtrikes at the 
Head and Members of the Church of Eng- 
land with one blow : For the Grotian defign 
(i.e. Popery ) was carrying on , faith he, is 
the Church of England ; and that this was the 
cauſe of all our Wars and Changes in England, 
fp- 105. where he thus talks concerning the 
Royal Martyr, beyond any thing that his 
barbarous Judges could accuſe him of.----Zow 
far the King was inclined to a Reconciliation 
( with the Church of Rome) I onely defire you 
to judge : 1. By the Articles of the Spaniſh 
and French Match ſworn to. 2. By his Letter 
to the Pope written in Spain. 3. By his choice 
of Agents in Church and State. 4. By the 
Refidence of the Pope's Nuntio here, and the 
Colledge of the Feſuits, &xc. 5. By the illegal 
innovations in Worſhip ſo WP he radatim 
introduced. All which I ſpeak not with the leaſt 
defire to perſwade men that he was a Papiſt — 
but onely to ſhew, that while he as a moderate 
Proteſtant ( 1. e. a Papiſt in Maſquerade , as 
they are now termed ) took hands with the 
(ueen a moderate Papift , the Grotian defy 
had great advantage in England , which 

bimſeif boaſted of, p. 206. Of this indignity 
to that Religions Prince, the Learned Biſhop 
Brambhal, p.617. of his Works, took notice, 
and vindicated him : of which Mr. B, being 
told 
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told by a Book called the Impleader , who 
ſaid onely, that Mr. B. gave ſeveral intima- 
tions that the King was Popiſhly affetted ; he 
numbers that among other lies of that Au- 
thor, p. 100. of his third Defence ; and ſays, 
Why did not the man tell where and when ; and 
that he had printed the contrary in times of V- 
ſarpation ; and that he is a Calummiator unleſs 
he ot it 2 Why did he not cite Biſhop Bram- 
hal's proof - -. and you ſee that a Calumniator 
with them is no fingular perſon ; they are not 
aſhamed to tell the world that their Archbiſhops 
lead them, and are as bad as they. It ſeems 
Mr. B. was pinched by this relation, which 
makes. him cry out, 1 have printed the con- 
trary. See what theſe ſort of men are come to ! 
What credit is to be given 'to ſuch mens Re. 
ports! Is this it in which the Authoritie of 
Archbiſbops confiſts , that they muſt be follow- 
ed in flanders, &c.? TI have faved the Implea- 
der the labour of quoting the place, and de- 
fire the Reaber to conſult it,and ſee how mali- 
ciouſly and groundleſs he urged thoſe things 
againſt the King at ſuch a time as that. But 
Mr. B. ſays, he printed the contrary in times of 
Zſurpation. That time which now he calls 
a time of Higheſt Uſurpation, was the fame 
which he then lookt on as a bleſſed time, 
when Rich. Cromwel piouſly , prudently , and 
faithfully, to his immortal honour, exerciſed the 

F Government, 
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Government, 1659. and to him he dedica- 
ted that Book, wherein he ſays he wrote the 
contrary, p. $27 where having accuſed the 
new Epiſcopal party for following Grotius, he 
adds, As for the King himſelf, that was their 
Head, if any conjefture that he was a flat Pa- 
piſt, &c. Mr. B. believes him not ; but he was 
the head of the Grotian Papiſts ; and he him- 
ſelf boaſted of it ( ubi ſupra.) Now it 'any 
would know how tar Grotius was a Papiſt (he 
fays ) he was a more arrant Papiſt. than Caftan- 
der, and one that owned the Council of Trent ; 
And ſuch 1 think are flat Papiſts. And there- 
fore it was no lie in the mpleader, to ſay Mr. 
B. gave intimations that the King was Po- 
piſhly affected ; but a groſs one in Mr. B. to 
deny it, and give him the lie, as he doth 1m- 
pudently to others. But Mr. B. ſays , he 
aid not believe it himſelf, that the King was a 
flat Papift : Then his iniquity was the grea- 
ter, to. give ſo many inſtances by way of 
proof, that others might believe it. Did not 
Mr. B. know that the fear of introducing 
Popery was made one (ground of the War 
againſt the King? and may- he not make it 
a ground of another War , becauſe the King 
adheres to his Biſhops, whom Mr..B.- calls 
Popiſh Clergie-men> And he fays , that the 
Parliament , whom they were bound to believe, 
made it their great Argument and Advantage 
againf} 
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againft the King, that he favoured the Papiſts ; 
and on this ſuppoſition ( faith he ) Thouſands 
came in to fight - their Cauſe. And they made 
one Article againſt the Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury, That he endeavoured to introduce Popery, 
though he were indeed one of their greateſt 
Adverſaries, whoſe lite on that account they 
endeavoured totakeaway. And the relation 
of Dr. Du Moulin, That at the Death of the 
King, a known Papift was heard to ſay, That 
now their greateſt Enemy was cut off, 1s very 
credible. But Mr. B. knew that old Maxime, 
Fortiter Calumniare, aliquid adherebit. It is 
no honeſt mans part , firſt to break a mans 
Head, and then to give him aPlaiſter ; which 
if it be not too narrow to heal the Sore, or 
incflectual to cure it, yet may leave ſome ug- 
ly ſcar behinde. 

Dr. Pierce hath given many more Argu- 
ments to prove Mr. B. a Papiſt, than he hath 
given of King Charles the Firſt : And if his a- 
ctings for forty years together be well conſt- 
dered, it will appear he hath been made uſe 
of as one of the moſt keen-and Catholick 
Tools that* ever the. Papacy did employ , 
whether he knows it or not. It is, I confeſs, 
a difficult thing to tell the world what per- 
ſwaſton Mr. B. was of as to Church-govern- 
ment, whether Epiſcopal, Presbyterian, or In- 
dependant ; he hath been of all, and I thiok 
F 2 he 
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he is now of neither, having a peculiar Model 
of his own. | 
In a Book called 4 Method for Peace, &c. 
printed 1653. I find him to tavour Lay-El- 
ders, though in other Writings he condemned 
them as ſuperſtitious ; but by a paſſage in 
. 341. he ſeems reconcilable to them: for 
thus he faith, Nothing almoſt is wanting to us to 
ſet our Congregations in the Order of Chriſt, and 
to the great Work of Reformation , ſo much as 
want of maintenance for a competent number of 
Miniſters or Elders to attend the Work : We 
have divers godly private Chriſtians capable of 
helping us as Officers in our Churches ; by 
which I ſuppoſe he intends Lay-Flders, al 
though I cannot certainly affirm what his 


' judgment is concerning them : for he would 
willingly ſet up a new Model of his own, 
(7.e.) a mixture of Epiſcopal, Presbyterian, 
Independent Government ; but declares for 
neither of them. It is more certain, that.he 
once profeſicd himſelt a Conformiſt, and diſ- 
puted for Biſhops and — as by Law e- 


ſtabliſhed ; and he thought he had ever the 
better : yet if it be true that he had a preju- 
dice againſt them ever ſince he was nineteen 
year old, it was rather to betray than defend 
them. But in an Aflize-Sermon preached 
1654- at Worceſter, p. 191. he pleads for the 
Presbyterian Government , in theſe words : 

Flow 
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How long hath England rebelled againſt his 
( Chriſts) Government > Mr. Udal told them 
C in the days of Queen Elizabeth, That if the 

[- would not ſet up the Diſcipline of Chriſt in the 
d Church, Chriſt would ſet it up himſelf in a way 
n | that ſhould make their hearts to ake : T1 think 
r (faith Mr. B.) their hearts have aked by this 
0 WM time ; and as they judged him to the Gallows for 
d BW his Prediftion, T4 bath Chriſt executed them by 
IS thouſands for their Rebellion againſt him. Now 
of FF it is evident what Diſcipline 2/4al meant, by 
'e I his confederacy with Coppinger, _ cc. of 
of WF which Cambden, p. 420. of his Eliz. Engl. fays, 
Y WW Some of thoſe men who were great admirers of 
l- W the Geneva-Diſcipline , thought there was no 
better way for eſtabliſhing it in England, than 
by railing againſt the Engliſh Hierarchy, and 
ſtirring up the People to a diſlike of Biſhops. - 
They therefore ſet forth ſcandalous Books a- 
gainſt the Government of the Church, and 
Prelates ; as Martin Mar-Prelate, Minerals 


if- WM Dictrephes, 4 Demonſtration of Diſcipline, &c. 
c- WW In which Libels they fet forth virulent Ca- 
ne Wl lumnies, and opprobrious Taunts and Re- 


u- WW proaches, in ſuch -manner, as the Authors ſee- 
en W med rather Scullions out of the Kitchin, than 
1d Wl pious and godly men : yet the Authors were 
ed WW Penry and Zdal, Miniſters of the Word. Bi- 


ſhop Baxcroft quoteth a Pamphlet of Mr. 7- 
dat's, called 4 Dialogue, where he ſays, That 
F 
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the Biſhops Callings are meer Antichriſtiaw, 
Pp. 59. of Dangerous Poſitions ; and p. 45. he 
lays, They were very deviliſh and infamous Dia- 
logues, and that there was a Conſpiracy between 
- Coppinger, Wigginton, &c. by ſome extraor- 
dinary means (ſuch as 7/dal had propheſied 
ſhould make their hearts toake ) for releaſing 
of ſome that ſtood in danger of their lives ; 
meaving, as I ſuppoſe, ſays the Biſhop, 7/dal, 
Newman,&c. The dangers threatned by fuch 
extraordinary means to diſturb the Govern- 
ment, haſtned the Trial of Z7/4al, who with 
three others, took occaſion from the intended 
Invaſion in 88, to alarm the Nation at home ; 
as alſo they did on the Powder-Plot, and to 
' this day do, by ſcattering feditious Pamph- 
lets. 7dal was charged with a Book called 
A Demonſtration of Diſcipline which Chriſt hath 
preſcribed in his Word for the government of his 
Church, in all times and places to the Worlds 
end. Tie Preface was direted To the ſuppo- 
fed Governours of the Church of England ; to 
whon he fays, Who can deny you. without blu: 
thing. to be the cauſe of all ungodlineſs, ſeeing 
your Government is that which giveth leave toa 
man to be any thing, ſave a ſound Chriſtian ? 
for certainly it's more free in theſe days to be' a 
Papiſt, Anabaptiſt, of the Family of Love, yea, 
as any moſt wicked, rather than what we ſhould 
be : And I could live theſe twenty years as wel 

as 
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45 any ſuch in England, yea, in a Biſhops houſe it 
may be, and never be moleſted for it. So true is 
that you are charged with in a Dialogae lately 
come forth, and by you burnt, that you care for 
notbing, but the maintenance of your Dignities, be 
it to the damnation of your own Souls, and infi- 
nite millions more. The whole Book being 
like this Preface,he was indicted at the Aſſizes 
held at Croyden, and found guilty. He plea- 
ded, That he was indifled on the Statute of 2.3 
of Eliz. c. 2. for puniſhing ſeditious words a- 

ainſt the Queen, but that the Book charged on 
Tim contained no ſeditious words againſt the 
Queen,but the Biſhops onely. But it was anſwe- 
red by the Judges (N. B.) 7hat they who ſpake 
againſt her Majeſties Government in caſes Eccle- 
fabical , her Laws, Proceedings, or Ecclefraſtical 
Officers which ruled under her, did defame the 
Queen. Andon clear proof that he was the 


- Author of that Libel, he was found guilty, 


and received ſentence of death ; but by inter- 
celſion of Archbiſhop Whitgift, was reprieved. 
Mr. B.'s attings have been ſo like Mr. 2dal's, 
that it is no wonder to find him labouring to 
juſtifie. him in a Cauſe wherein himſelf is fo 
neerly concerned. 

In 1659. came forth Mr. B.'s Key for Ca- 
tholicks , dedicated 7o his Highneſs Richard 
Lord Proteftor, p. 32.3. where he aſſerts, That 
if the body of a Commonwealth, or thoſe that 

*-F 4 have 
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have part in the Legiſlative Power, and ſo'in 
the Supremacy, ſhoul be unwillingly engaged in 
a War with the Prince, ( Juppoſe the Long Par- 
liament, or the Commonwealth under Oliver a- 
gainf? King Charles the Firff ) and after ma- 
ny years bloud and deſolations, judicially take a- 
way his life as guilty of all this bloud, and not to 
be truſted any more with Government, ( as the 
Parliaments Vote for non-addrefs to the King. ) 
And all this they do, not as private men, but as 
the remaining Soveraign Power, and ſay they do 
it according to Law ; undoubtedly this caſe doth 
very much differ from the Powder-Plot, or Pa- 
piſts ny bs of Kings. With much more to 
the ſame evil purpoſe. And doubtleſs the 
difference is great ; it is more horrid for Sub- 
jets to pretend Juſtice, than for the Pope to 
attempt by ſecret Plots to deſtroy a Prote- 
ſtant Prince. In the year 58: he prints his 
five Diſputations of Church-government ; which 
were deſigned againſt reſtoring the extruded 
Epiſcopacy and Liturgy , and to juſtifie the 
Preshyterian Ordination, where ( as alſo in 
his Method for Peace, p. 389.) he faith, We 
have taken down the ſuperfluous honour of Bi- 
ſhops, ( viz. their power over Presbyters) as 
Antichriſtian. This difputatious Book: ( he - 
fays) was written againſt Dr. Zammond, who 
was then his Neighbour ; and he dealt very 
friendly with him : for he ſcarce touched __ 
® 
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of his Arguments, but the deſigne of the Book 
was to deſtroy the whole Order , as Optatus 
faid of a Donatiſt, Dei Epiſcopos lingue gladio 
jugulaſti , fundens Janguinem non corporis ſed 
honoris, Opt. Milevit, L 2. 

And becauſe after No Biſhop follows No 
King, in 1659. he ſets forth his Foly Common- 
wealth ; which was no other than a Plot to 
keep out the Xing, as the other was to keep 
out the Biſhops : tor there being great hopes 
that upon ſo many Revolutions of Govern. 
ment we ſhould ſettle again on our ancient 
Foundations, he ſays, He ſuited that book to 
the demiands and doubts of thoſe times. And his 
endeavour is to prove, That the King being ſe- 
cluded, and his Subjets diſcharged of their obe- 
dience, ought not to be readmitted. Thus in 
the Preface : That a ſucceſſion of wiſe and godl 
men, may be ſecured to the Nation in the Tigh. 
eft. power, is that T have direfted you the way to 
in this book. And thus he explains himſelf : 
Firſt, as to the higher Powers ; Prove, faith 
he, that the King was the higheft Power in the 
times of Diviſion, and that he had power to make 
that War that he made, and I will offer my head 
to Fuſtice as a Rebel. Thele confident Aſſer- 
tions of his were ſuch as brought a far better 
head to the block. But what would Mr. B. 
have? My wiſh is, faith he, that our Parlia- 
gents may be holy, and this aſcertained from 
Gene- 
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Generation to Generation, by ſuch a neceſſary re- 

ulation of Eleftions, that all thoſe who by wic- 
Jeduef have forfeited their Liberties ( 1. e. the 
King and Loyal Party ) may neither chuſe nor 
be choſen. And the reducing Eleftions to faith- 
ful, honeſt, upright men, ſuch as ( he ſays) were 
then in Richard Cromwel's Parliament, is the 
onely, onely, onely way to a certain and perpetual 
Peace and Happineſs. He commends Richard 
Cromwel, as one that inherited bis Fathers Yer- 
7ue-; one that piouſly, prudently, and faithfully, 
fo his immortal Flonour, exerciſed the Govern- 
ment ; perſwades atl men to live in obedience to 
bim ; and tiles himſelf (in the Epiſtle to his 
Five Diſputations, deſiring his tavourable ac- 
ceptance of the tendered Service of ) a faith: 
ful Subjett to his Highneſs, as an Officer of the . 
©niverſal King, R. B. Doth not this man at- 
firm, notwithſtanding all the Confuſion that 
had covercd the Land, all the Bloud that had 
been ſhed, and all the Herefies and Blaſphe- 
mies that had poyloned millions of Souls, that 
he is one that rejoyceth in the preſent happineſs 
of England, and honoureth all the providences 
of God by which we have been brought to what 
we are > Epiſtle Dedic. to Richard before his 
Key for Catholicks; and in his FH. Commonw. 
P. 487. Nor can I be ſo unthankful as to ſay, for 
all the ſms and miſcarriages of men fince, that 
we have not received much mercy from the Lord, 
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And therefore he ſets up his Stone of Re- 
membrance , with this Inſcription in great 
Letters : HITHERTO HATH THE LORD 
HELPED VS. | 

Is it poſſible, that a man who hath faid and 
done ſuch barbarous unnatural deeds, and 
ſtirred up many thouſands to do and ſay the 
ſame things with him, ſhould ſtill deceive the 
meaneſt Chriſtians 2 Is it poſſible he ſhould 
ſtill perſiſt in the ſame, and yet retain the 0- 
pinion ofa Saint ? and be reputed the chieteſt 
Guide of a Godly People? Yet this it is: He 
is conſulted as the Oracle of the Noncontfor- 
miſts ; All of them, as a late Encomia#t lays, 
do light their Fires at his Torch. And he 
hath the forehead with the ſtrange woman, 
to wipe his mouth, and:ſay, What have I done ? 
You may gueſs by what he fays: _ 7 mu? pro- 
fefs, that if I had taken up Arms in that War a- 
gainft the Parliament, ( he faysit, p. 488. of 
H. Commonw. ) my Conſcience tells me 1 bad 
been a Traytor, and guilty of reſiſting the High- 
er Powers. And in his X ey for -ahelis 
where the Legiſlative Power and highef? Judi- 
cial Power is divided by conſtitution of the 
Government between the Prince and Senate, 
( as he determines the Engliſh Monarchy to 
be) hefays modeſtly there, many will think ; 
but he elſewhere delivers it as his own ſenti- 
jnent, That the Prince invading the | Senates 
UW Right, 
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Right, my juſt be refiſted and loſe his Right, 
P. 324- Yet this man ſays, Further than I 
was for the King, I never was one year with the 
Romer fide : As if he had been always loyal. 
And p. 489. of Commonw. If any of them ( i.e. + 
his Accuſers ) can prove that I was guilty of 
hurt to the perſon, or deſtruftion to the power of 
the King, or of changing. the fundamental conſti- 
#ution of the Commonwealth, (not the Kingdom) 
taking down the Houſe of Lords without conſent 
of all three eſtates that had a part in the S0- 
veraignty; T will never gainſay them if they 
call me a mo#t perfidious Rebel, and tell me that 
1 am guilty of far greater fin than Murder, 
Wheredom, or Drunkemef And Amo 1680. 
he is not aſhamed to fay in his Preface to the 
{-cond part of tie Nonconformiſts Plea,--In all 
the times of Vſurpation, and fince, I ſaid and 
wrote that the Kings perſon is inviolable, and to 
be judged by none, either Peer or Parliament : 
And the book accuſed ( 1. e. the F7 Commonw. ) 
goeth on theſe principles. So that notwith- 


{ſtanding his pretence of recanting what was 


there ſaid, he ſtill ſeems to juſtifie thoſe 7he- 
ſes, and adds, The book accuſed hath not a word 
meet to tempt a man in his wits to ſuch accuſa- 
tion: Yet he ſays, Theſ. 352. Though a Na- 
tion wrong their King, and ſo quoad meritum 
Cauſz they are on the worſer fide, yet may he 
wot lawfully war againſt the Common Good, ( 1. e. 
the 
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"the rebellious Party.) or on that account ; nor 

any help him in that War. And Theſ. 374 

If a Prince that hath not the whole Soveraign 

( which he ſays of our King ) be conquered ,, 

the Senate that hath the other part, and that in 

a juſt defenſrue War, (as he thought the late 
War to be) the Senate cannot aſſume the whole 
Soveraignty, but ſuppoſeth that Government in 
ſpecie to remain: and therefore another King 
muſt be choſen. - This was pleaſing Dodtrine in 
the ProteCtor's time. And Theſ? I 37. If Pro- 

vidence ( 3. e. ſucceſs in Rebellion ) ſtatedly 

diſable him that was the Soveraign from execu- 

ting of Laws, protefling the juſt, and other ends 

of Government , it maketh him an uncapable 

Subjet pans 100 and ſo depoſeth him. And 

being ſo made uncapable of Government, by 

Ti beſ” 146. Though he were unjuſtly diſpoſſeſt, it 

us not the duty of his Subjefts to ſeek hu Reſtitu- 

tion. The Reader hath heard of a famous 
Roman Saint called 7gzatius, who if compa- 
red with others of that Church, we may ſay 
of him as one doth of Mr. B. That he exceeds 
them as much as a Flint doth a Freeſtone,becaule 
out of him ſo many Fires have and may be 
kindled. If fuch an Hiſtorian as Plutarch 
were now living, how eaſily might he run a 
Parallel between theſe two Generals? Both 
were famous tam Marte quam Mercurio; but 
whether of them was the-greater Souldier - 
rae 
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the better Saint, might occaſion ſome diſpute 3 
the reading” whereot would not be altogether 
ſo fad, as the reſtleſs endeavours of the Diſci- 
ples of them both ; who, however they ſeem 
to differ in other things, joyn all their hands 
to pull down our Church. Impiety being 
grown to ſuch an height, I ſhould think it a 
thing impoſſible that it ſhould proceed any 
farther, the wickedneſs and ſhame of it being 
( notwithſtanding any pretence ) manifeſted 
to all men: and that upon the joyful tidings 
of his Majeſties moſt happy return in peace, 
by a moſt miraculous and admirable provi- 
dence, the Authors of ſuch Opinions and Pra- 
Ctices ſhould ſeek where to hide their heads. 
But we are told, that Rebe//ion is as the fin of 
Witchcraft, which ſeldom admits repentance ; 
and though they have power to do hurt, yet 
they have none to do good. Hence it is that 
this confident man appears ſtill with open 
face, and purſues the ſame ungodly ends. I 
know not how it came to pals, but this ſame 
man was admitted to preach a Faſt-Sermon 
to the Houſe of Commons when they were 
conſulting of inviting home the King to his 
Fathers Throne ; and with great boaſting he 
tells us often, rhat the Xing was called home the 
next day after that Sermon of hs, as if it had 
not been done if he had not preached : where- 
as 1t is very obſervable, that in all the gy 
there 
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there was not one word that might be inter. 
preted to promote that Noble Defigne, but 
many things that were intended to Finder it, 
or clog it with very diſhonourable terms. 
He intimates the Supreme Power to be ſtill in 
the two Houſes. Hetells us indeed, that Rom. 
T3. + part of the Rule of hi Religion, ( and 
adds ) but unhappily there hath been a difference 
amongFt us which i the higher Power. ( And 
be it remembred, that he had offered his head 
to Juſtice as a Rebel, if any could prove that 
the King was the higheſt Power in the time 
of Diviſion. ) Whereas he himſelf confeſſeth, 
that a Heathen perſecuting Nero muſt be obeyed ; 
Yet he affirms, That it was not the intent ei- 
ther of St. Peter or St. Paul, to determine whe- 
ther the Emperour or Senate was Supream ; 
though St. Peter plainly determines it, when 
he calls the King Sapream ; and St. Paul, by 
appealing not to the Senate, but to Czſar. In 
that Sermon he magnifies the Loyalty of the 
Presbyterians ; adjures the Commons to an 
oppolition of Epiſcopacy, though the King in 
his Meſlage commended it to be as antient 
as the Monarchy in this Iſland. And un- 
der the titles of Sownd Doftrine and Church- 
government, pleads for Presbytery ; and would 
(p.46.) have the Church-revenues ſetled on 
them : P. 43. faying, Give firſt to God the 
things that are Gods. For theſe he _ 
under

under the name of the godly, peaceable, and 
prudent people of the Land, in oppolition to the 
prophaneneſs : And to inſinuate new fears and 
alouſies, cries out, O what happy times did we 
once ſee! When where thoſe happy times ? 
Not in the peaceable\time/of King Charles the 
Firſt ; thoſe were dayy of /Profaneneſs and Per- 
ſecution: He muſt mean either under the 
Long Parliament , when ſo much loyal bloud 
was {ſhed ; or under tl Proteftion of Oliver, 
when that beſt of Princes was butchered ; or 
under Richard, of whony, and his Mock-Par- 
lament he gives ſuch largaEncomiums. But 
now, Nox una perpetuo manſura , The days of 
Light and Jubilee are gone\; And ( as it 1s 
with Bats and Owls ) when the Sun appears, 
their night is come. He was it ſeems of the 
ſame mind with his Brother Jenkins, who ſaid 
in a Sermon preached Sept. 25.1656. That 
the removal of Prelatical Innovations counter- 
vailed for the Bloud and Treaſure ſhed and 
Spent in the late Diftraftions ; nor would he re- 
deem all thoſe by the return of the ſame, if it 
might be done. For Mr. B. ſpeaking of Prela-

F Great Theodofius, as Mr. B. fays, (Treatiſe 
] of Biſhops, part 1. P. 147.) did caſt him- 
elf down on the Earth before Ambroſe to beg 
pardon and re-admiſſion with tears, 'and was not 
received till ſome months continued penance. If 
Great Mr.B. being ſo hainous a Criminal as 
he hath under his own hand acknowl , 
ſhould, after ſuch a miraculous return of the 
King, humble himſelf before the King and his 
Nobles in ſuch manner as he promiſed once 
he would do; it was no more than was his 
duty, and perhaps not enough to expiate his 
Crime. Thus then Mr. B.' expoſtulates, 
P.14- of his Anſwer to Bag ſhaw > ' 1s it pof- 
fible for any ſober Chriſtians in the world to take 
them to be blameleſs, or thoſe to be little fins ? 
What, both the violating the perſon and the - 
of ſo good a King > and the change of the funda- 
mental Government or Conſtitution 2 The ſet- 
ting up theProteflor,and pulling him down again? 
Gre. If all this were: no Rebellion, Treaſm, or 
Murder, is there any ſuch Crimes to be commit- 
ted?

ly, Whoever mentioned or defired it 2 it ap-

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was not thought to be above the Office of a 
Presbyter ; that is , They would have rob- 
bed the Biſhops of all their Power and Au- 
thority, and'taken it to themſelves ; 'and'then 
they would go on peaceably in'the perfor- 
mance of their Office : and therefore it is no 
wonder that the Biſhops refuſed to conſider 
of ſuch a Model, And that very Parliament 
that had ſo much manners as to thank his Maje- 
for that Declaration ( which others have 
not done for the A& of Oblivion ) did lay zt 
by, ſo that it was never done, but other Laws e- 
halliied which we feel, faith Mr. B. 
I cannot paſs by that vain-gJorious-boaſling 
of his ſo often-mentioned, how ſoon the Arch- 
biſhop of Armagh and, he were agreed as to 
Epiſcopacy, &c. .in half an hour ; and in ano- 
ther place, in a quarter of an hour : when 1n- 
deed the Model which he calls. the. Archbi- 
ſhop's, was publiſhed after the beginning of 
our Wars, to put a ſtop to that utter confu- 
Hon then intended by the total extirpation of 
Epiſcopacy , and not as a pattern for. 1660. 
He ſays, one Mr. Stanly of Dorcheſter told 
him , That " Archbiſhop Uſher did profeſs to 
him, that he took a Biſhop to be Primas Preſ- 
byterorum ; of the ſame Order ; and every 
Presbyter to be a Governour of the Flock : and 
when ke asked him Why then he would be a 
. Primat#3 he told him ,” That he took it y = 
or 
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or art of his Office , but for a collateral 
He Lbich A King was oeleg to beſtow on 
him. And that Biſhop Reynolds profeſſed to 
him his opinion to be the ſame when he took the 
Biſhoprick. At Biſhop Reynolds I cannot won- 
der ; perhaps he cared not for the Species of 
Epiſcopacy , which this opinion of his de- 
ſtroys , but the ſubſtantial advantage : His 
Biſhoprick was managed partly by his Wite, 
who viſited the Conventicles, and his Chan- 
cellor, who, as Mr. B. ſays, p. 184. of Treatiſe 
of Epiſcpaq , had been a Fudge-advocate in 
Fairtax's or Cromwel's Army. But that Arch- 
biſhop Z/ſber, who fo long and fo laudably 
exerciſed the Juriſdiftion of an Archbiſhop, 
ſhould att againſt his Judgement and Con- 
ſcience, Mr. B. nor Mr. Stanly ſhall ever make 
{uch as knew any thing of that good man to 
believe : ſomething he might do in that ne- 
ceſſary time, for the reduQion of the Church, 
which was then in a miſerable confuſion, to 
ſome Order and Government ; but he never 
intended that Model. which Mr. B. calls his, 
and which altered the very Species of Epi- 
ſcopacy , for the reduftion of Epiſcopacy. 
The Biſhop's Pradtice for ſo many years, is an 
undeniable Argument of his Judgement for 
Epiſcopacy. Dr. Bernard confutes all ſuch 
flanders, having recorded the Archbiſhop's 
Judgement in theſe words : Holding as 7 do 
G 3 * 
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that a Biſhop hath SUPERIORITTY IN DE: 
GREE ABOVE A PRESBITER , you thay 
eafily judge that the Ordination made by ſuch 
Presbyters as have ſevered themſelves from 
thoſe Biſhops unto whom they had ſworn Cand- 
_ mical Obedience , Cannot poſi e excuſed 
me from being Schiſmatical, But Mr. B. hat 

well obſerved, That Fafion is one of the grea- 
teſt Lyars ( and 1 may add, the greateſt Slan- 
derers ) in the world. 

It is uſual with Mr. B. from the Concef- 
ſions of men in caſes of neceſſity, to frame 
an Argument againſt their free and moſt de- 
liberate Judgement ; as he hath moſt injurt- 
ouſly dealt with his late Majeſty in his Con - 
ceſſions to the Nineteen Propofiticns of the 
Parliament, which he made for Peace-ſake, 
wherein he condeſcended to part with much 
of his right, but could not be heard. Arch- 
biſhop Zſher was tranſlated to Armagh March 
22.1624. and died March 21. 1655. o that 
he continued in that See 31 years, and 
doubtleſs did not a& againſt his Conſcience 
all that time. IT cannot give you his Judge- 
ment in all our controverted points : One 
thing is very conſiderable which he delivered 
in a Speech at the Caſtle of Dublin before the 
Lord-Deputy and the great Aſſembly, April 
the laſt, 1627. concerning 4 Supply of Mo- 
ney to be granted the King, p. 80. of Dr. Bar- 
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nard's Sermon : In this caſe grove me leave as: 
a Divine to tell you plainly, that to ſupply the 
King with ——_— for —% day defi - the- 
Country, 1 not a thing left to yyur own diſcre: 
tion either ta do or-not to do ; but a matter of 
Duty, which in Conſcience you ſtand bound to' 
perform. The Apoſtle Rom. 13. baving afir- 
med, that we muſt be ſubject to the higher 
powers, not onely for wrath, but Conſcience 
ſake, adds this as a reaſon to confirm it ; For, 
for this cauſe you pay a alſo; as if' the 
denying of ſuch payment could .not fland with 
ax 7 le Subjettion : thereupon he infers this 
Concluſion, Render therefore to all their due, 
Tribute to whom Tribute, Cuſtom to whom 
Cuſtom is due, agreable to that known Leſſon 
which he had learned of our Saviour, Render 
unto Ceſar the things that are Czſar's, Tc. 
where you may obſerve, That as to with-hold 
from God the things which are Gods, man u ſaid 
to be a robber of God, whereof be bimſelf com- 
plains in caſe of ſubſtraiting Tythes : ſo to de- 
wy a Supply to Cazlar of ſuch means as are ne- 
cefſary for ſupport of his Kingdom, can be ac- 
counted no lefs than a robbing of him of that 
which is his due ; which I wiſh you ſeriouſly to 
conſider And in this Mr. B. and many 
of his perſwaſion will be diſſenters from the 
Archbithop, and ſo they would from his Mo- 
delalſo; for why elſe did they not ſhew any 
G 4 readineſs 
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readineſs to.accept it when it was firſt propo- 
ed 2 Nothing would pleaſe them then, but 
the extirpation of Epiſcopacy Root and Branch. 
And ſecondly , the Archbiſhops Model pre- ' 
ſerves that Species of Dioceſan Biſhops, which 
' Mr. B. would deſtroy, and (Thirdly) un- 
der which Mr. B. makes Chriſt's true Dilſci- 
pline imprafticable. Nor will any Govern- 
ment pleaſe Mr. B. as long as the Liturgze is 
eſtabliſhed, which he fancieth to abound with 
many heinous fins, whereof, as long as an 
one 15 retained, Conformity is to him impoſlt- 
ble. 

Mr. B. hath been always oppoſing the par- 
ty that was uppermoſt.- He began with the 
King and Biſhops : then with the Presbyters, 
oppoſing their Doctrine in the Confeſſion of 
Faith, fee p. 20. of Mr. B.s Confeſſion. And 
their Diſcipline by Lay-Elders. And p. 83. 
of his Apologie , When the Presbyterians ſeem- 
ed uppermoft , I was looked on as a Diſſenter : 
When the Rump was uppermoſt , I was by their 
order ( de jure) Sequeſtred : With the Ar- 
my 7 was out much more : Cromwel was not 
for me, becauſe I was not for him. And yet 
he was ſo much for him, as to leave it on 
record , that if the Lord Proteftor had not 
ftept in, all the Miniſtry had been taken down. 
And whence came it (fays he, p. 321. of his 
Key for Catholicks ) that Szxby . and yo 
{at 
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that have been Souldiers in our Armies, have 
confederated with Spain to murder the Lord 
Proteftor 2 And whence came their Jeſuitical 
Treaſonable Pamphlets , (ſuch as Killing no 
Murder, whoſe Author is known to be no Je- 
ſuit ) provoking men to take away -bis life 2 
Whence is it that Mr. B. prays that, his Son 
Richard might inherit a tender care vf the 
Churches of Chriſt, if he were ſo much againſt 
Oliver 2 The plain truth is, he was neither 
for Oliver nor Richard , but ſo far onely ag 
to. hinder the return of his Majeſty and the 
Church to their lawful and ancient Rites. In 
his gracious Declaration concerning Eccleſia- 
ſtical Affairs, his Majeſty deſired the Diſſen- 
ters to. read as much of the Common-prayer as 
they had no juſt exceptions againſt. But though 
Mr. B. and other of his Brethren had pro- 
teſſed that they could uſe the greateft part 
of it, we never heard that they gratified his 
Majeſty in the reading ſo much as one Col- 
lect ; but inſtead thereof, they petition for 
a Reformation both of Doftrine and Drpone : 
and particularly, they petition his Majeſty 
that ſome Learned , Godly, and Moderate Di- 
vines of both | pm indifferently choſen 
may be employed to compile ſuch a new Form, as 
they there Selcribed , or at leaſt to reviſe and 
effettually reform the old, &c; The King de- 
nues the firlt part, of making a New Zitur- 
gie ; 
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ge; andtells them he had in his Declaration 
of Ofob. 2.5. expreſſed his efteem of the Li- 
turgie of the Church of England : . but grants 
the ſecond, and authorizeth certain perſons 
to adviſe upon and review the ſaid Book , com- 
paring the ſame with the moſt ancient Liturgzes : 
And, if reaſon be, to make ſuch reaſonable and 
meceſſary alterations , correftions, and amend- 
ments, as ſhould be thought needful , &c. with 
this ſpecial caution - Avoiding as much as 
may be, all unneceſſary abreviations of the Forms 
and Liturgie wherewith the people are acquain- 
fed. And how thankfully was this received 2? 
Mr. B. tells us, That he drew up another Litur- 
gie, a Petition for Peace amd Concord , and a 
Reply to the Anſwer of the Biſhops to their 
Exceptions: This new Liturgie, though he 
confeſſeth it had many imperfettions, and nee- 
ded to be amended, being the haſty offspring of 
eight days; yet he calls it their more corrett 
Nepenthe, and proteſts before God and men a. 
gainſt the doſe of Opium which was by the Bi- 
ſhops preſcribed , ( 1.e.) the Liturgie which 
the King recommended to them) as that which 
Plaimly tended to cure their diſeaſe by extin- 
guiſhing of life , and to unite them in a dead 
_ Dr. Reynolds ( he confeſſeth ) Bla- 
med them for offering a new Liturgie inſtead of 
additional Forms ; but they would have their 
New ( or) nothing : And tell; the Biſhops, 


if 
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If 'theſe be all thi abatements and amendments 

youwill dir, you ſell your innocencie ' and the 

Churches peace for nothing ;- ( which is indeed 
ſornewhat 'cheaper than that for which his 
Brethrec fold the Xing; and thoſe other things 
to boot.)- T have heardit credibly reported by 
ſorne Reverend perſons there preſent, that that 
Treaty might have had the deſired effeCt of 
Concord,had not Mr.B. fo obſtinately reſiſted: 
Particularly”, the Learned Biſhop of Cheſter 
told Mr. 7ſaak Walton, that Dr. Sanderſon faid, 
There was 4 certain perſon there (Mr. B. knows 
whomhe meant ) that appeared to be ſo bold, 
troubleſome , and illogical , as forced the meek 
Dodtor to ſay, with an unuſual earneſtneſs, that 
he never met with a man of more pertinacious 
Confidence, and leſs Abilities, in all his comverſa- 
tion. Arid the Reverend Biſhop of Worce- 
fete? irthis Letter, p. x3. affirms, That Ir. B's 
furious eagerneſs to engage in a Diſputation to 
which his Brethren ſhewed themſelves unwilling, 
did wholly fruſtrate the way that tended to an 
amicable an fair compliance. 

His Petition for Peace then , was like his 
Pleas now , meer threatning and reviling, 
Take heed ( fays he, p. 5.) how you drive men 
by Penalties upon that which they judge doth 
tend to their Damnation. And p. 14. The de- 
nial of their defires would renew all our trou- 
bles. P. 18. they tell the Biſhops of ummer- 
ciful 
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eiful' Impoſitions. ' Nor did they deal better 
with the King, whom they deſired to leave 
out of his Declaration theſe words : We do 
wot in Our Fudgements believe the praflice of. 
thoſe particular Ceremonies we except againſf 
to be in it ſelf unlawful; that is, we account 
them lawtui. They tell the King inthe cloſe of 
the ſecond Paper, if he will grant thoſe favours, 
it would revive their Hearts to daily and ear- 
neſt Prayer for his proſperity : but p. 12. Should 
we loſe the opportunity of our defied Reconct- 
liation, it aſtoniſheth us to foreſee what doleful 
effetts our Divifions would produce ; which we 
will not ſo much as mention in particular, lelt 
our words ſhould be miſunderſtood. And p. 117. 
of their Reply : As Baſil ſaid to Valens the 
Emperour, that would have him pray for the 
life of his Son, If thou wilt recerve the true 
Faith, thy Son ſhall live; which when he refu- 
ſed, he ſaid, The will of God be done with thy 

Son : $0 we ſay too, If you will put on Chari- 

ty, and promote the Churches peace, God will 
honour you ; but if you will do contrary , the 
will of the Lord be done with your Honours. 

Now what greater inſolency could they have 

aſed,af the King had been as low as his Father, 

and the Biſhops as obnoxious as Mr. B. and his 

Brethren ; And who but Mr. B. could have 

thought by a haſty work of eight days, dane in 
oppolition to his Majeſty's Commiſſion, and 
| as 
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as he conſeſſeth, againſt the advice of his more 
ſober Brethren, to juſtle oat the Liturgy com- 
poſed by many Martyrs and Confeffors, and 
approved of by the Reformed Churches ever 
ſince the Reformation as his Majeſty tells him 
in that Declaration ? To which, thoughthey 
ow fay they would have fubmitted, yet would 
they not then at [his Majeſties requeſt read a- 
ny part of the Liturgy ; though they confeſ- 
kd they could have uſed almoſt the whole : 
but inſtead thereof, his Majeſty complains in 
that Declaration, of their re/tlef Spirits, who 
continued their bittemeſs againſt the Church, 
and endeavoured to' raiſe Jealoufies againſt 
his Majeſty; and unſeaſonably printed, pub- 
liſhed; and diſperſed a Declaration to his Ma- 
&ſties reproach. Their whole Petition was a 
Pharifaical Remonſtrance of their own Godlz- 
neſs and Abilities, and the profaneneſs of ſuch as 
were not of their Perfwaſton; beſides their fre- 
quent and fearful outeries of Perſecution -agd 
Sufferings, when themſelves had been the Per- 
ſecutors for twenty years together, and as yet 
had ſuffered nothing but from their own guil- 
ty Conſciences, and juſt fears. 

Well might the Loyal Party have anſwer- 
ed thoſe Complaints, as once their Indepen- 
dent Brethren did: Is there the leaſt ſhew of 
Oppreſſion,Sorrow,or cauſe of Complaint except it 
be that you are not ſuffered to oppreſs, vex, and

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gall your'Brethren that joyn not with you > Cax 
ou feed upon nothing but the bloud w_ Bre, 
thren, that (though you are as « ble of ll

What greater Hypocrifie, than for thoſe whowere 
opprefſed by the Biſhops, to become the. greateſ 
Oppreſſors themſelves ſo ſoon as the Toak.mas 're- 
moved > And his Majelty in the Chapter con- 
cerning, the Ordixance againſt Common. prayer, 
to this effeft : 7 ſee thar. thoſe are the. moſt r1- 
gorous exadtors upgy others to conform to their 
illegal Novelties, who were leaſt diſpoſed to the 
due obedience of lawful Conſtitutions. : Sp that [ 
know-not whether they ſinned more againlt their 
Conſciences by violeatly oppoſing Our.eftabliſhed 
Order,or violently impoſing therr awe. .. We have 
one inſtance more ot their dutitul behaviour 
to his Majeſty, in.2 Pamphlet called The dye 
Account aud Petition , which was after the 
Debate; where they fay , We muft needs be- 


 lieve, 
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dirve, that when his Majeſty took our zonJent to a 
—_ to. be a foundation that would infer our 
Concord, yos ( 3. e. his Majeſty ) meayt net 
that we ſhould have no Concord but by conſenting 
to this Liturgje without any confiderable altera- 
tions.  Whereby they would caſt the Odium 
of the Ruptare on his Majeſty, which- they 
themſelves notoriouſly cauſed ; being reſolved 
before-hand (their Profeſſion in a Liturgy, 
and accepting his Majeſties Commiſhon” on- 
ly to. make ſome reaſonable Alterations ' and 
Additions,notwithſtanding) to havea mew, or 
rather yo Liturgie ; but to be left at liberty to 
uſe their own Liturgy, or extemporary Eflu- 
ſions in all the moſt Sokmn Adminiſtrations. 
And whether their Hypocriſie or Inſolency in 
dealing thus with his Majeſty, to whom they 
owed their lives, weregreater, let the Reader

The Parliament having had long and Tate 
experience' how troubleſome and umplacable 
ſuch as\ Mr. B. were, proceeded to the eſta- 
bliſhment 'of the Church and publick Wor =» 
excluding 'none but ſuch as would exetade 
themſelves : And as a fignal of his Majeſties 
impartial favour,he offered Biſhopricks to three, 
Deanries to two or three; more and other Dig- 
nities were given to ſeveral ſober perſons that 
had been of another Perſwaſion. One -Bt- 


 ſhoprick wasaccepted ; one ( which Happoſe 
was 
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was. Mr. B.) refuſed it. | See p. FL Firft 
Plea. His reaſon l ſuppoſe was the ſame that 
he igave for not reading Common-prayer, 
þ: 1:95«:0f: Sacr. Deſert. Should the Miniſters 
that haves ſuffered ſo long but uſe any part of the 
Liturgie and Scripture-forms, though without 
motive but the 'pleafing of God, and the 
Churches good, ( it ſeems theſe Motives would 
not.prevail for this Reaſon ) what muttering 
and cenſuring would there be againſt them > Thus 
-bald -man.was afraid of the People. : And in 
truth he has made.jt morally impoſſible for 
him.to accept a Bulhoprick, having often de- 
clared by word,. and publiſhed it in print, 
That the. Office of a Biſhop, as exerciſed in the 
Church of England 5 was Antichriſtian. And 
faith in-his Method for peace of Conſcience,p.3 89. 
We had taken down the ſuperfluous honour of Bi- 
ſhops as Antichriſtian ; upon which (N. B.) the 
. Deuil.-fet them to cry down alſo as Antichriſtian, 
Tythes,: Maintenance, Prieſts, and Miniſters : 
And. moreoyer, that the return of ſuch men 
would be a great Plague to.the Land, in Poſttcr. 
to-the True Catholick, p. 335. And Mr. B. 
knows there is an ancient Canon, That a mar 
that had his hand in bloud, might not be a Biſhop. 
See p. 213. of his Hiſtory. And p. 36. 4 Go- 
vernment which gratifieth the Devil and wicked 
men. 
Andnow he begins to defame the Laws, as 
he 
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he had formerly done the Liturgje : and not 
having other means, he diſcovers his impotent 
malice in writing a Prognoſtication, dated 
when by the Kings Commiſſion we in vain treated 
for Concord, 1 661. He obſerved, p. 40. That the 
Seftarian Spirit was like Gunpowder, ready to 
take fire on ſuch injuries : And Mr. B. with his 
Prognoſtication, like Guy Faux with his:Dark 
Lanthorn, is ready for the Exploit, and ſorry 
onely that it is not done. He intimates the 
Clergy to be proud, worldly, covetous, dominee- 
ring, malignant, lazy, the plague of the world, 
troublers of Princes, dividers of -Churches, that 
will ( being Hypocrites as to Chriſtianity-and 
Godlineſs) like Judas that loved the Bag better 
than Chrift, make themſelves a Religion conſiſting 
of meer Corpſe, and the dead Image of true Re- 
ligion. See p. 12,13. He cries out of New 
Impoſitions, Subſcriptions, and Oaths, words and 
ations which they believe to be againſt Gods 
Word. Doth not thisaim directy at the Laws? 
P. 14. He ſays, Their Sufferings will make many 
otherwiſe-ſober Miniſters too impatient, and to 
give their tongues leave to take down the ho- 
nour of the Clergie : And this will ſtir up the 
people, and make them pray for the downfal of the 
Clergie, which they take to be enemies of God and 
Godbinef,. and that to ſpeak eafily or charitably 
of ſuch men, is but to be lukewarm and indifferent 

tween GOD AND THE DE/IL, p. 20: 
H Some 
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Some ( of the Nonconformiſt Miniſters) wil! 
think theſe paſſions of the people needful to check 
the fierceneſs of the Afﬀiittors : Some of the more 
tnjudicious bot-brain'd ſort ( who are the grea- 
reft number ) will put them on, and make them 
believe that all Communion with any Conforming 
Miniſters or Pariſh-Churches is unlawful , and 
that they are all temporizers, and betrayers of 
Tratb and purity, that communicate with them ; 
and carry about among themſelves falſe reports 
and flanders ; becauſe they will think that the 

me of their Canſe, which they think 
God's, <th need the ſuppreſſion of theſe mens Cre- 
dit and Reputations, P. 25,26. The godly and 
peaceable Conformiſts will get the love of the ſo- 
ber, by their Doftrine and Lives; but will be 
deſpiſed by the Sefaries, becauſe they conform ; 
and will he ſeparated by the proud and perſecu- 
ting Clergie, as leaning to the Diſſenters ; and 
—_ will be under continual Jealoufies and 
Rebukes : And perhaps new points of Conformi- 
ty ſhall be deviſed to be impoſed on them, which 
it is known their Conſciences are againſt, that ſo 
they alſo may be forced to be Nonconformiſts, be- 
canſe ſecret Enemies.are more dangerous than 
open Foes : and ſo part of them will turn down- 
right Nonconformiſts, and the other part will 
live in diſpleaſare till they ſee an oppor tunity to 
ſhew it. And theſe are the likelieft to croſs and 
weaken the worldly perſecuting Clergie. This

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is ſuch a Prognoſtication, as that for which 
Mr. B. obſerves Mr. 2/da} was condemned in 
Queen Elizabeth's Reign, in an Afeze-Sermon 
on Pſal. 2. And it is no otherwiſe a Progno- 
ſtication than (4ſtrologers obſerve of Blazing- 
Stars ) they do irritate and diſpoſe the hu- 
mours and ſpirits of men to diſorderly a&ti- 
ons ; to which the event ſhews that this Pro- 
gnoſtication, and Mr. B's influence on the 
People, hath had a malign Aſpect, not unlike 
the Propheſie of Noſtredamus's Son, That a

B.'s a token of his Gratitude to thoſe Biſhops 
who gave him licenſe to preach in their Dio-- 
ceſs ;- or to his Subſcription to the Biſhop of 
London (then Sheldon ) to thoſe terms of 
peaceableneſs which the Biſhop accepted, and

Minerva, and ſoon retratted it ; but to-pro- 
mote Diviſions he laboured manibus pedibuſg; 
with all his ſtrength. 

His Book called The Cure of Church-Divs- 
fions is the onely Work of Mr..B. that hath a- 


ny thing of Moderation ; and yet as if he 
were ſorry for what he had done, at Mr. Bag-. 
ſhaw's exceptions againſt it, the ſays, Dotb ze. 
not ſpeak againſt Church-tyranuy, unjuſt Impofi- 
tions, Violence, and taking away mens Liberties, _ 
and Rigour to Diſſenters,from-end to end 2 ' p.7; 
of his Defence. It ſeems 41t was expected of 
Mr. B. that he ſhould have called the Biſhops 
facrilegious Silencers of the faithful Miniſtry, 
Murderers of many hundred thouſand Souls, per- 
jurious, proud, tyrannical, covetous, formal Hy: 
pocrites, malignant haters of good men, and then 
he had not incurred the blame of the people; 
f:20. And to regain their ood opinion- of 
kim, he hath ſince faid all this again and a: 
Is; | gan. 
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gain. Another part of Mr. B's CharaQter 
appears in what was done about the Indul- 
gence; Which by a Book called 7he peaceable 
Dehgne, agreeing well with Mr. B.'s Plea for 
Peace,ſeems to have been procur'd by the joynt 
endeavours of the Papiſts, and thoſe that call 
themſelves Proteſtant Diſſenters ; 1n which 
Book, p. 71. is this Objection : What ſhall we 


ſay then to the Papiſts > . Anſw. The Papift in 


our aFcount 1s but one ſort of Recuſants, and the 
conſcientious and peaceable among them, muf? be 
held in the ſame predicament with thoſe among 
our ſelves, that likewiſe refuſe to come to Com- 
mon-prayer. And p. 72. As for the common - 
P apiſt,who lives innocently in his way he is to us as 
other Separatiſts, and ſo comes under the like to- 
leration. So that Herod and Pontius Pilate 
are confederate againſt Chriſt. But Mr. B. 
muſt lead the Chorus here alſo ; for he much 
exceeds the Author of that Treatiſe,in his good 
opinion of the Papiſts : yet he ſays, Mr. Hum- 
phry is a man of latitude, and tyeth himſelf to 
no Party or Opinions of other men ; And I (faith 
Mr. B.”) ſo little fear the noiſe of the Cenſort- 
ous, that even now while the Plot doth render 
them moſt odious,ſay freely, 1. That I would have 
Papiſts uſed like men : And, 2. I would have 
no man put to death for being a Prieft : 3.1 
would have no Writ de Excommunicato capt- 
endo, or any Law compel them to our Communion 
and Sacraments. H 3 
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And is not this to open the door for Papiſts 
and Fanaticks to enter togerher ? If the Laws, 
how ſevere ſoever, cannot keep them out, 
would nat this liberty bring them in? See 
p- 19. of ſecond Defence. If you will not bring 
the Papiſts in, he is reſolved, for ought I ſee, 
to go to them : for p. 2.35. of firft Plea, he 
ſays, It is but reaſonable if on ſuch neceſſity (3.e. 
the penalties for Noncontormity ) they ſhould 
accept of favour from any Papift that ſhould 
fave them, &c. By which the Reader may 
judge, who is a greater friend to Popery, the 
old Proteſtants, who have made Laws to keep 
it out ; or the Diſſenters, who would deſtroy 

thoſe Laws to let it in. | | 
To put life into the languiſhing Cauſe, he 
inſpires it with a doze called Sacrilegious De- 
fertion of the Miniſtry rebuked ; and declares, 
That as they had preached formerly without 
leave, ſo they would do it much more now ; and 
 fays, That though it had coft ſome excellent men 
their lives, yet nothing but death, or utter dif- 
ablement, ſhould make them defiff. So that his 
Pleas and his Praftice before and ſince the In- 
dulgence, ſhew that he owed the King no 
great thanks for it : Yet being adviſed by a 
moderate hand not to abuſe that Indulgence, 
he rails at him moſt intoterably ; ( you ſhall 
hear it by and by: ) I will onely ask Mr. R.

Work ) as the omiſſion of preaching 2 For 
Mr. B. confeſleth,” That he had not baptized a- 
ny, nor adminiſtred the Lords Supper, for eigh- 
teen or nineteen years together ; nor adhered to 
any Seft (nonot the Set of Dioceſan Biſhops) 
for twenty five years.See p.119. of Anſw. to Dr. 
Hinckly : Which to me ſeems to be not onely 
a Deſertion of the Miniſtry, but of Chriſtianity 
it ſelf. Certainly if he ought to do the one, 
he ought not to leave the other undone. That 
he and others are Paſtors to no Church , that he 
pp a Church, nor hath he conſtantly 
joyned in Communion with any Church, Anſw. to 
Dr. $til. Serm. p. 64. 24. 62.86, Yet p. 76. 
of nis Book of Concord, he ſays, 7 conſtantly 
joyn with my Pariſh-Church in Liturgie and Sa- 
craments, aud hope ſo to do while I Irve. But if 
he thought it his duty to preach, it was his 
duty to adminiſter the Sacraments alſo ; for 
preaching was never eſteemed the fole Work 
of the Miniſters: And they that omit this 
Duty, do refuſe to hear the Z/»zverſal Church 
of Chriſt, as well as the Church of England : 
For by Canon Apoſt. the gth, Whoever of the 
faithful enter and hear the S.S. but ſtay not at 
Prayers and Communiov, ought to be excommuni- 
cated as Difturbers of the Church. All Chur- 
ches jn the Primitive times did on every San- 
H 4 day 
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day celebrate this Holy Sacrament ; and all 
the faithful were wont to receive it.. It is al- 
ſo very obſervable, that when our Church was 
to be ſetled,that ſome of the Presbyterians mo- 
ved to have that Rubrick ſtruck out which ob- 
hgeth the people to communicate three times 
yearly ; whereas ſome modern Churches have 
tound it neceſlary to declare as the Council of 
Aegatho did, (which Mr. B. accounts one of the 
beit Councils ) That thoſe who recerve not the 
Sacrament, ought not to be reputed as Ehriſtians. 
And St.Cyprian faith, This bread we crave every 
day, leſt we who are in Chriſt, by the interpoſing 
of any grievous crime while reſtrained, and not 
communicating, ſhould be ſeparate from the body 
of Chriſt.

Church- 
tearers, P. 105. Such Toys, p. 31. A few 
canfident and filly Reaſonings of Mr. Fulwood 
and other Phamphleteers; Uſurpers , p. 39. 
Hear it now, for you ſhall ſhortly hear it from 
God, p. 8. I would give all the money im my 
 Pterſe to make me underſtand what the Church of 
England 
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England s,p. 35. Fooliſh ſuperſtitious Prieſts, 
P. 44- He talks of Per and Pers, p. 49. but 
lays his ſcene in Ztopza, and ſays, 7 know this 
2 not our caſe- in England , but if we muf? fol- 
low you into Utopia. Leſt the Reader ſhould 
not underſtand this, he ſpeaks plainer, p. 74. 
I have been long of the opinion which you ( viz.

Such confidence upon 
ſuch inſignificant reaſons, is a great diſhonour to 
the wit and humility of the Author, p. 59. Our 
excellent Succeſſours, that do nothing but ſee the 
peoples faces in the Church : Tou forkid Baptiſm 
and the Lords Supper to all that have not as 
large a ſwallow as your ſelves, p. 60. His want 
of common ſence and modeſty, p. 65. O with 
what face ! p.66. Hetells us, p. 9. of ſome 
of the Nonconformiſts principles and pur- 
poſes : They ſuppoſe that the Miniſtry doth not 
ſave men, as Wizards think that Charms do heal 
men by their preſence, titles, names, or habits, by 
ſtanding in the Reading-place or Pulpit, or being 
called the Parſon of the Pariſh, or ſaying his ſet 
words over them when dead. ( As it the Con- 
formiſts did believeall this.) P. x0. They op 
poſe that a greater number of the Conformable 
Prieſts

Prieſts than they are willing to mention , do 
preach ſo ignorantly and dully in the Pulpits, 
and do ſo little of their private work befides, 
that there is great need of a far greater number 
f Aſſiſtants than all the preſent Nonconformiſts 
e They are not able to confute the people, 
who tell them that their publick Prieſts are ſo 
defeftive in thejr neceſſary qualifications for 
their Office, as that they hold it unlawful to own 
ſuch for true Miniſters, and encourage them 9 
their preſence, or commit the care of their Souls 
to fuch. P.11. They think that the ejetting 
( the Non Con. ) from the Temples and Tythes 
did not degrade nor make them no true Paſtors 
to their Flocks ; and that the Magiſtrates put- 
ting another Pariſh-miniſter in poſſeſſion tf the 
Temple and Tythes, did not diſſohve the fore- 
faid relation. They think that the ejetted Mi-. 
iſter, foro Conſcientiz & Eccleſiz vere ſic 
ditz, retaineth ſtill his ancient relation to his 
Flock, and part of them ſchiſmatically ſeparate 
from him, and joyn with another intruder that 
ever had a lawful call. P. 14. They think that 
Conformity would be in them ſuch a compoſition 
of hainous crimes, as they forbear to name , for 
fear of ſeeming accuſers of others, and unpeace- 
able. P. 31. Look up man, without bluſhing ; 
alas for theſe poor people that cannot try Sence 
from Nonſence. P.61. His next hath no bounds, 
it grieveth me to read it. O Poſterity , oy 
wi 
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will you know what to believe  P. 62. Here 
is much that would as handſomely ſerve Celſus, 
Julian, Porphyry, or Eunapius, p.72. P. 25. 
Twill not offend the Readers ears by giving them 
the names I think they deſerve, but wiſh them to 
read 1 Theſl. 2. 15. which in words at length 
he puts in his Title page, 7 hey both &ifled the 
Lord Jeſus, and their own Prophets, and perſe- 
cuted us. And tell them, by what Names or 
Titles ſoever they be diſtinguiſhed, that I, that 
am a dying man, would be Joh to land in their 
caſe hefore God: And if we were well agreed 
that there is indeed a God and a Chriſt, a Hea- 
ven and a Hell , we ſhould eafily be agreed in 
all the reſt ; (4. e. ) Seeing you are not of 
Mr. B.'s mind , you are very Atheiſts, and 
in a ſtate of Damnation. ) P. 132.

I conclude this Collection of 
many ſuch great Calummes which that little 
Book doth abound with , with his impudent 
Challenge ; Come, and impartially debate the 
Caſe with us, who have been the greateſt Cau- 
ſes of Proteſtant diviſions, Conformiſts or Non- 
conformiſts. Thele putrid, peſtilential ſtinks 
and corruptions are ſo unlike the breathings 
of 
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of a mortified Chriſtian, that the like never 
proceeded from any dying man', except ſuch 
a one as hath been dying Twenty years to- 
gether, of which this is a ſhrewd Symptome; 
and another is as kad , that (as they fay of 
dying Beaſts) he bites deadly, Animamg; in vul- 
mere ponit. 1 challenge any man to ſthew in 
ſo little a Book, ſo great Pride, Malice, and 
Obloquy, on ſo ſlender occaſion as the In- 
dulgence, prepared by the means, and in fa- 
vour of the Papiſts as well as the Presbyter.

And 
his reſtleſs Spirit grows more brisk and ſpark- 
ling, as it is pouring fortli from the crazy 
Veiſel. By the great mercy of God , that 
moſt execrable Plot of the Papiſts to Aſſaſſi- 


nate the King ( whom God hath hitherto by 


by a ſeries of Miracles preſerved ) and the 
Church of Ergland, againſt which the Gates 
of Hell have not, and we hope never ſhall 
Prevail , was diſcovered, to the great joy of 
all true Proteftants. And now while they 
are undermining the Foundations, Mr. 8 


( though 
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( though a dying man ) lifts up himſelf, and 
ets on the top of the Fabrick., to throw it 
, with all-his might. This polity he: 
learnt of his Predeceſlors, who on the inten- 
ded Invaſion 88. and the Gunpowder-treaſon, 
when the Papiſts' thought to have ſwallowed 
us up quick, took their advantage to thruſt us. 
into their faws, or at leaſt to devour us them- 
ſelves, if we ſhould eſcape our other Adver-- 
faries. That he might a& with leſs ſuſpicion, 
and more ſucceſs, he calls his Engines a Plea 
for Peace , which, as Dr. Stilling fleet obſerves, 
might be better called, 4 Plea for Diſcord and 
Divifion ; And another called The true and 
onely way of Concord ; ſo full fraught with im. 
pratticable Notions ,-and dividing Principles, 
as if his whole defign had been to prove that 
there is no true way of Concord among the Chur. 
ches, Dr. Still: But of this Book hereafter : 
Another Book claims precedency , whereof 
after great labour Mr. B. is delivered ; but it 
proved a Monſter full of Teeth and Claws, 
which he calls Church-hiſtory of the Gover- 
ment of Biſfope ; but is indeed. ( though very 
partial ) a Hiſtory of thoſe Contuſions which 
were. raiſed in the. Church by ſuch as oppo- 
led the Orthodox: Biſhops. That the ſighr 
of this monſtrous birth may not offend, let 
the'Reader fortifie his eye-ſight with what 
Mr. B. himſelf hath- prepared : For , telling:

Now let the Rea- 

der confider whether this CharaQter agree 

with our Author: And then let the Reader 

take that other Antidote 1n the Preface---7he 

Settaries, faith Mr. B. who raſhly ſeparate from 

ſome Churches , becauſe of ſome Forms, Opini- 
ons, or Ceremonies, which almoſt all C Irifian 

on Earth have uſed in the former purer Ages, 

and ſtill uſe, ſhould be more cautelous in exa- 

mining their grounds, and fbould bardly ven- 

ture to ſeparate from any Church , for that 

which for the ſame reaſon would move them to 

ſeparate from almoit all Chriſtians in the whole 
world,if not unchurch the Church of Chriſt. And 

let the Reader fatisfic himſelf whether Mr.B.'s 

Model be not fuch a Form. And may it not 

be faid of Mr. B. as he fays of Dr. Heylin 2 

He is ſo palpably partial , and of ſo malicious 

and bloudy a ftrain, repreſenting excellent per- 

fons as odious intolerable Rogues, that he is not 
to be believed 2 Judge by this one pallage, 
P. 120. If our Neighbours, that commonly theſe 

thirty years laſt uſe the word God dam =_ 

a 
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had put but thee inflead of me, I ſhould have 
fo ood that the C A Biſhops had made 
cheir Religion. To which add.p.464. Have not 
the Miniſters themſelves been the principal in- 
firuments of taking down the Biſhops,&tc. > And 
what have they got by it > 1 doubt not but the 
Reader wall find the whole ColleQtion to be 
a Hiſtory of the Confuſion and Bloudſbed 
occaſioned by diſcontented and ambitious 
Presbyters and their » againſt the Or- 
thodox, who fuffered under Heathen, Ariay, 
and other heretical Emperours , by Popes, 
Hereticks, and Schiſmaticks, mifapplied all to 
the Biſhops and Councils ; and often ſpeaks 
more favourably of Hereticks, viz. of Ari, 
the Novatians , and Donatiſts, who though 
they were uſurping Presbyters, he calls them 
Biſhops ; and through their ſides ſtrikes at 
the Sacred Office, p. 276. of his Plea for Peace ; 
It was by Biſhops ſtriving who ſhould be Chief, 
that the Donatiſts ſet up : Whereas the Dona- 
tiſts were diſcontented Presbyters. And in the 
Schiſms of thoſe times, the 44.9. need almoſt 
ever the chief Canſe. The Almoſt will not 
fave it from a Lye. But evident it is, what- 
ever quarrel there was in all Church-hiſtory, 
wherein a Biſhop was concerned, how Inno- 
cent, how Orthodox ſoever , Mr. B. makes 
him the cauſe of . the Quarrel, and is his Ad- 
verlary. Hereof I could give many inſtan- 
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ces, had not Mr. B. prevented me , having 
ſaid and done enough to overthrow the cre- 
dit of his Hiſtory. However, I will ſhew the 
Reader a Specimen of Mr. B.'s Candour and 
Truth in relating Church-Hiſtory. Doth 
not Mr. B. know ( however he diſſembles 
it ) that Arius and A#rius, Novatus and No- 
vatian, Majorinus Chaplain to Lucilla a No- 
ble-man, with Botrus, and Slefrus, who firſt 
oppoſed Cecilian Biſhop of Carthage, and ſet 
up for Biſhops by the help of Donatus, who 
ſucceeded them, and gave name to the 
Schiſm, were all Presbyters? Till they dub'd 
one another Biſhops , and. then with whole 
Armies oppoſed their lawful Biſhops, who 
with great patience and conſtancy withſtood 
their malice. Read the Hiſtory of the Do- 
zatiſts lately ſet forth, and ſee how they uſed 
St. Auguſtin himſelf. Mr. B. may as well a- 
ſcribe all the Rebellion and Outrages, all the 
Blaſphemies and FaQtion that have been made 
within Forty years paſt, to the Biſhops of 
this Land, whereto ( it's well known ) the 
Presbyterians opened the way, and led the 
dance, as to impute what he doth to the an- 
cient Biſhops; and indeed he 1s not-aſhamed 
to aſſert both theſe notorious falſhoods. Mr. 
B. asks the Queſtion, p. 42.9. of his Care of 
Divifions; Who brought in the errours of the 
Arians , Eunomians, &c. And he Antwers, 
| They 
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They were Biſhops or Presbyters: He would 
be ſure to ſpeak one true word. I ſhall not- 
trouble the Reader with all that Mr.B. writes 
of the Arians, Neftorians, &c. in that volu- 
minous Book, but refer him to what he fays 
more briefly in his other fate Works ; for he 
repeats it in many of them, P. 27. of his 
Plea, He would not have the Arian Emperours 
made worſe than thly were, becauſe they were for 
Toleration of both Parties ; nor were the Arians 
themſelves like the Socinians ( faith he) be 
cauſe they acknowledged all ſave the Ougrni®, 
(46) fave the Divinity of Chriſt, which 
was all then in da How dangerou- 
ly ( faith he, as if he were pleading for the 
Arians ) did Juſtine and mof# of the antient 
Dottors, before the Nicene Council, ſpeak here- 
about ; and how certainly Euſebius. and other 
great Biſhops were Arians ; and how the Coun- 
cil at Ariminum laid by the word *OugiatO., 
endeavouring reconciliation, I need not ſend you 
to Philoſtorgus or Sondeus ( Arian Authors ) 
for proof. It the Conformif# ſhould have faid 
half ſo much, he and the whole Church ſhould 
have ſmarted for it. 

In the Diſpute ketween St. Cyril and Nefto 
rius, whether the Virgin Mary might be cal- 
led the Mother of God, you may ſee how par- 
tially he deſcribes both the Perſons and Opi- 
nions, þ. 2.71. of his Plea : Neſtorius (faith he) 

I wAs 
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was a man of Sta! and Retirement , q poor 
garb and a ſtrif life, (1. e. a Presbyterian ) 
abhorring publick Contentions, and loving Quiet- 
neſs, till he got to be uppermoit ; and then he 
ſhewed a peeviſh Zeal againf? Diſſenters, called 
Hereticks. Then for St. Cyril of Alexandria, 
whoſe Works praiſe him in all the Churches, 
Mr. B. hath ſcarce a good word for him, be- 
cauſe he was the firit Biſhop that uſed - the 
Sword, and perſecuted the Difſenters : He 
was a man ( faith he ) of great parts, ſpirit, 
and power; but the Head of a turbulent Peo- 
ple: As to their Opinions, the errour of the Ne- 
ſtorians lay in his want of 5kill in ſpeaking, ſaith 
Mr. B. and the Controverſfie was about words 
rather than matter. Moſt of the people were 
for Neſtorius , and moft of the Courtiers and 
Clergie againft him; and ſo was the Emperour, 
who poſed Neſtorius, aud reſtored Cyril : but 
Neſtorius returned to his Monaſtery, and there 
lived four years in peace and great reputation ; 
but afterward was baniſhed into foreign Coun 
tries, and died. 1 wonder why after tour 
years he ſhould be baniſhed, it he had lived 
peaceably and quietly. Did not Mr. B. ever 
read how the Emperour Theodotius confirm- 
ing the Decrees of the third General Council 
at Epheſus, commanding, , That none ſhould 
dare to keep, read, or tranſcribe the wicked 
books of the profane and ſacrilegious Neſtorius, 
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but ſearch them out, cauſe them to be burnt pub- 
lickly ; and that none permit them to have any 
Houſe or Field to hold private or publick Af. 
ſemblies; and whoever adbered to Neſtorious, 
ſhould ſuffer the loſs of his Goods 2 By which E- 
dift (faith the Prete&t ) our pious Emperour 
knowing the Orthodox Religion to be the 
ſtrength of the Empire, hath taken away all the 
ſeeds of Impiety. Edi&tum Theodoſii in fine 
Concilu. I ſee no reaſon why Mr. B. thould 
ſpeak fo favourably of Neſtortus, though I 
have conſidered all that he writes, but that he 

ght make his Readers think more contem- 
ptible of Cyril, who was ſo great, learned, and 
good a Biſhop. Yincentius Lyrinenſis, an ap- 
proved Author, who lived neer that time, 
writes thus : Zvfelix ile Neſtorius ſubito ex 
Ove converſus in Lupum gregem Chriſti lacerare 
cepit ; Cum enim ht iph qui rodebantur, ex ma- 
gna adhuc parte Ovem crederent, morſibus £jus 
magis patebant. Nam quis eum facile errare dr- 
bitraretur, quem tanto Imperii Judicio elettum, 
tanto $ tek pou ſtudio proſecutum videret, Uut 
cum magyo Sanftorum amore, Summo populi favs- 
re celebraretur, quotidie palam divina trattahat 
eloquia, &. noxio3 quoq; Fudzorum & Gentilens 
confutabat errores. This is as much as Mr.'B. 
could fay for him : But what follows ? Qu# 
ut uni herefi ſue aditum patefaceret, cunitarun 
Hereſe=n blaſphemias infeebatur, cap, I6.and 
I 2: CAP. 
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cap. 17. Jn audzto ſcelere duos wult eſſe filios 
Det ; unum Deum, alttrum hominem ; unum qui 
ex patre, alterum qui fit generatus ex matre *:

contendit. Who will not believe this Father, 
that lived in thoſe days, a man of great lear- 
ning and integrity, before a late prejudiced 
perſon that ſervesa Party? Another inſtance 
of Mr. B.'s racking Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory, to 
make it ſpeak his ſence againſt Biſhops, 1s his 
account of Novatus and Novatian, one of 
which he calls an z4 choſen Biſhop of Rome, 3. e. 
Novatian; though indeed they were both 
ambitious Presbyters: and Novatus an African 
Prieſt ( faith Mr. B. ) went to Rome to make 
Novatian a Biſhop, p. 36. when Cornelius was 
duly elefted before : Of which St. Cyprian faith, 
Agnoſcant atque intelligant Epiſcopo ſemel fatto, 
'S collegarum ac plebis reftimonio & judicio com- 
'probato, alium conſtitui nullo modo poſſe, Epilt.4. 
ad Cornel. For indeed Novatian wasan am- 


+ © bitious Presbyter that contended againſt Cor- 


nelius to thruſt him out of his Chair, for ad- 
-mitting thoſe to his Communion who in the 
Ni time 


fa 
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time of perſecution under Decius had denied 
the Faith, ſuppoſing that they could not re- 
pent after ſuch a fall. In oppoſition to ſuch, 
he calls his Faction the Cathar: ( which Mr. B. 
knows how to Engliſh.) This pure Presby- 
ter ſent for three Raſtick Biſhops, as my Au- 
thor calls them, from Jraly, to come to him 
at Rome, under pretence of mediating for him 
with Cornel/jus and the other Biſhops. Being 
come, he entertains them with ary of good 
Chear and Wine ( which is ſtill in faſhion with 
that fort of people; ) and when they had 
well drank, ſome of his Party force the Bi- 
ſhops to lay their hands. on Novatian, and 
make him an Ztopian Biſhop : for it will puz- 
zle Mr. B. to name his Title, though he call 
him as choſen Biſhop of Rome ; which Ti- 
tle he gives him, onely todraw an Odium on 
' the Biſhops,though the great troubles brought 
upon theChurch by their Errours and Schiſms, 
were wholly the fruit of their envy againſt 
Cornelius the lawful Biſhop of Rome. Of 
which St. Cyprian alſo gives a full account, 
who-cauſed the meeting of ſome Councils to 
ſuppreſs them. Yet Mr. B. ( ſuch is his 
Zeal for Anti-Prelatical men ) thus excuſeth 
the matter : /t was Zeal againfF Errour, which 
made both the Novatians and the Donatiſts raw 
into Errour, p.32. And though that long and 


fad Schiſms did enſue, yet he thus excuſethit : 
"Ih. I 3 The 
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The Rigour of the Novatians was increaſed by : 
their offence at other mens finfal latitude and 
tepidity, p. 35: 
Chap. 3. Mr. B. tteats of the Council of 
zce, and the Herefie of Arius. 

'P. 45. Mr. B. fays, That Athanaſius refuſing 
td admit Arius t6 his Communion, cauſed muc 
Caltmities : And þ. 46. They that had gather- 
ed Separate Churches, did communicate with A- 
ritis that they waight be delivered from the per- 
 ſecution of a godly Biſhop, ( i.e.) from Atha- 
rafrus, whom Mr. B. confeiſeth to be a godly 
Biſhop : but Leing Biſhop, and oppoling the 
Arian Conventicles, he is a Perſecutor. That 
you .may ſee the Partiality of fins. Hiſtorian, 
I ſhall give you a bref Hiſtory of the growth 
of Artaniſm: Arius a Presbyter, was con- 
demned in ttlie firft General Council at Nice, 
for denying the Deity of Chrift, making him 
a Creature; for which he was baniſhed by 
Conſtantine, as the cauſe of great diviſion and 
corruption-in the Church. But there was a 
certain Presbyter who grew.into fo great fa- 
mharity with Conſtantia the Emperours Siſter, 
as to perſwade her that Arius had been abu- 
ſed by the Council, and did not hold the Opi- 
nions for which he was condemined.: where- 
uponConſtantine recals Arius,and enquures into 
the truth of that report ; and:Conftantia dying, 
recommends ttus Presbyter to the a 
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her Brother , as worthy of his fayour ; and 
when Conſtantine died, this Presbyter carrieth 
the News to Conſtantius, that his Father had 
bequeathed the Eaſtern Empire to him: 
Which being what he hoped for, he received 
the Presbyter into his favour, and kept him 
in' his Court ; where firſt he infeted ſome of 
the Eunuchs with that errour, and by their 
means the Empreſs alſo, and ſo the Emperour 
himſelf. Socrates I. 1. 19. and 1.2.2. This 
revived the Arian Faftion : Arzus is reſtored 
to Alexandria, from whence the multitude of 
his Foffowers having conſpired the death of 
Athanaſius, Conſtantine had removed Athana- 
frus inito Gallia, where Conſtans his Son theh 
lived, who entertained him with ſome reſpe&t ; 
and writes to his Brother Conſtantius to admit 
him again to Alexandria, or threatneth him 
with with War, /b. 2. cap. 18. Whereupon 
Athanaftus is reſtored, but his life is in perpe- 
tual danger, the Arians being more in-.num- 
ber than the Orthodox. Fofrus' Biſhop of 
Cordaba, a man. of great age and learning, and 


- a conftarit Aſſertor of the Truth, was ſhame- 


fally whipped and tortured by them, 78. 2. 
cap.2.6. And though they were condemned 


' by the Councils of Milain and Ariminum, Con- 


ſtawtius fayours them , and threatneth. the 
* Comticils. To him ſucceeded Julian the Apo: 
fate, then Fovianus, who bar ſeven 
why 2y I 4 months; 
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months ; then Yalentian, who admitted Ya- 
lens an Arian to partake of the Empire : All 
which time the Arzaxs exerciſed great cruelty 
not onely on the Orthodox Biſhops, but a- 
gainſt each-other ; for under them ſprang up 
the Novatians and Eunomians, lib. 4. cap. 23, 
and 1b. 5. cap. 20. who all agreed in the Arian 
Hereſie, but perſecuted one another : So did 
the Macedonians, lib. 2. cap. 13. and 35. and 
the Neſtorians; who burnt the Arian Church 
at Conſtantinople , lib. 7. cap. 20. vexed the 
Novatians and Macedonians, lib. 7. cap. 31. 
And all this by the inſtigation of Anaſtatius 
a Presbyter, /b. 7. cap. 32. Yet all theſe Tu- 
mults are imputed to the Biſhops, who all the 
while ſuffered from the heretical Presbyters, 
the true Anceſtors of Mr. B.

Chap.7. Mr. B. treats of the 7ria Capitula. 

The 7ria Capitula were three pters 
mentioned in theCouncil of Chatcedon,in which 
the Neſtorzans, who could not. longer defend 
their Hereſie under the name of its Author, 
ſought to cloak it under the Name and Wri- 
tings of 7heodorus Biſhop of Mopſueſtia ; of 
Theodoret's, Writings againſt -St, Cyril; and-an 
Epiſtle of 14a, unto Maris, "Theſe made the 


Tria 
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Tria C ap for which Pope Yigilius and 
ſome of his Party appeared : But the Empe- 
rour Juſtinian and the Catholick Biſhops ap- 
peared againſt them. Many Sectaries who 
were condemned under the name of the Ace. 
phali, diſclaimed this Council ; others preten- 
ded- it had approved of the 7ria Capitula. 
Great diviſions enſued hereupon. Fuſtiniax 
knowing that the Council of Chaſcedon had 
exploded that Hereſie, ſends forth his Impe- 
rial Edit, wherein accurſing the Authors and 
Abettors of thoſe 7ria Capitzla, ſummons the 
fifth General Council of Conſtantinople ; at 
which the Pope refuſed to be preſent ; oluit 
interceſſe, ſaith Bellarmine ; and. the true reaſon 
was, becauſe he favoured that Hereſie, and 
approved not of the Council of Chalcedon, 
which was held without him, .and did deter- 
mine for the Prerogative of Conſtantinople a- 
| pon him.  Yigilius, though. he came. nat 
umſelt , ſent. lus Decree which maintained 
that Hereſie;. and was confuted in the ſixth 
Collation of: the Council of. Coyfant. And 
they ſet forth. a moſt holy Confeſſion of their 
Faith, conſonant in all points. to, that which 
the holy Apoſtles preached; which the. fonr 
former Councils explained, .and the holy Fp- 
thers with uniform conſent: maintained. ... -

Fet anfweted." | The riſeof whicltin brief, was 
this': The Atians and Diiartits having wa- 
Red the Churth, made way for vaſt numbers 
of Infidels to enrer is,who brought with them, 
4&4 ſuperftitiouly honoured the Images 6f 
their Behefacb&rs; and nity ignorant Chri-

ithal we read they were not 
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Biſhops diſputed againſt thera y and in a Coun 
cil at Conſtantinople, confiſting of 338 Bi. 
ſhops. How Leo [ſauricus and Gregory Biſhop 
of Neoceſaria oppoſed them, is too to 
repeat. It was about the year 787. that 
rene, who was Daughter to a Pagan King of 
Tartaria, gave publick countenance to Image- 
worſhip. She ruling as Empreſs in the mi- 
nority-of Conſtantine her Son, protnoted this 
Pagan cuſtom : for,as Mr. Hales obferves, Dux 
femina fatti, ſhe was a woman of ſo tyrannous 
a ſpirit, that ſhe cauſed the eyes of her Son 
Conflantine to be put out ; which ſtruck a 
great awe into the Chriſtians under her. One 
cauſe of her cruelty to her Son, being his op- 
poſing this Image-worſhip. But finding one 
Taraſtus to be of her mind, ſhe makes him 
Patriarch of ConfFantinople, and calls a Coun- 
cil at Nice conſifting ot 350 Biſhops, moſt of 

them Ariavs ; and ſo about the year 785. 
they decreed.for Image-worſhip. But in the 
year 792. all was reverſed by Charles the 

Great 19 a Council at Frankfort. One Decree 

mentioned by Mr..B. I ſhall remind him of 

itiSp. 213. Amay that had his hands in bloud, 
muFf not be a Biſhop. 

1; Another herelie which makes the Church- 

Hiſtory to ſwell, .is that of the Monothelites, 

of which Mr..B. ſpeaks, ch. $. And evan 
he faith nothing of the riſe of it, I ſhall. It 


was 
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was occaſioned by one Fohn Philoponus a Preſ- 
byter, who wrote ſubtilly concerning it, and 
drew many to his Opinion, Ammo 517. but 
alf the time that Fuſtinian was Emperour, 
they hid rhemſelves , and propagated their 
Hereſe in Conventicles; for it was condem- 
ned by 175 Biſhops , in the fifth Synod of 
Conſtantinople, and -confuted by the Learned 
Biſhop Gregory Nazianzene , and by -603 Bi- 
ſhops in the tourth General Council at Chal- 
cedon , and in the ſixth Synod of Conſtanti- 
wople by 170 Biſhops. But after the death 
of Theodofrus, Philippicus ſucceeded, of whoſe 
furceſſion a Monotholite Monk had foretold 
him ; 'and that if he would reſcind the De- 
creesof the ſixth Synod, and favour the Mo- 
mothelites, he ſhould raign Tong and happily. 
This made Philippicus to eſpoule that Cauſe ; 
and preſently he Paniſheth Cyrus Patriarch of 
Conſtantinople, and many Orthodox Biſhops ; 
He maketh one Fohn a Presbyter Patriarch, 
and filleth up the vacant Biſhopricks with 
Presbyters of that FaCtion ; and then afſem- 
bles them , and confirms that Hereſie. But 
the Biſhops of the Weſtern Churches reſiſted 
it, and ſent thundering Letters againſt it. 
And it is no: wonder that the Orthodox Bi- 
Fhops did hide themſelves under this Tyran- 
"ny; or that Philippicus found Presbyters to 
"make Biſhops im their room; who —_— 
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him and the FaCtion': For it is well known: - 
how many ſuch in our Age adhered to ufur-: - 
ping Powers , and detended as great. both: 
State and Eccleſiaſtical Hereſfies ; as this of 
the Monothelites, and would not permit the 
Biſhops to appear. But if theſe Presbyters 
had taken the name of Biſhops under Crom- 
wel, as the Monothelites did under Philippicus, 
you might with as much truth have athrmed 
that innumerable Biſhops did in the times of 
- our Confuſions defend Rebelhon and Here- 
ſie, as , that the Biſhops who ſuffered all 
manner of indignities from the Monothelites, 
did defend that errour, or raiſe thoſe tus. 
mults. This Philzppicus within a year 'and 
half was deprived of the Empireby the fame 
Souldiers that ſet hmm up ; wv ho put out his 
Eyes, and left him to die in Priſon as a Ty- 
rant. Theſe inſtances ( for I remember that 
I am writing a CharaCter of Mr. B.and not 
of the ancient Hereticks ) may ſuffice to ac- 
quaint the Reader of the ingenuity of this 
man, who rails intolerably againſt others as 
corrupters of Hiſtory ,- when it appears he 
had no other deſign in this ColleCtion , but 
to ſerve his Hypotheſis, and implacable ma- 
lice againſt the Biſhops, and inrage the peo- 
ple to ſet the Nation in a Flame. It is but a 
{mall matter for Mr. B. to ſport himſelf in 
Church-Hiſtory : He can bid open defiance 
to 
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tothe Laws of the Land, which he calls tea- 
ring Engines, and Enemies to Gods publick 
Worſhip, and ought to be diſobeyed, becauſe it 
# written, Whether it be better to obey God 
or man, judge ye. | 
He begins with a modeſt complaint,. p. 
101. of firſt Plea; It is not the ſence of t 
Liurgie (in that they ſeem fatisfied ) Bur 
a Statute of Parliament which we doubt of : it 
ſeems inſufficient, if not impertinent , to tell us 
what 1s taken for the ſence of the Church; for 
the doubt is , what is the ſenſe of the. Parlia- 
went, which we cannot otherwiſe know, but 
their plain words , till they will otherwiſe de- 
clare their meaning; ( i.e, ) They muſt. de- 
clarea meaning contrary to their plain words. 


But Mr. B. ſpeaks plain enough, Plea the firſt, . 


That the Laws required of them ſuch Subſcrip- 
tions, Covenants, Declarations and Prattices, 
as they durit not do, becauſe they feared God. 
A ſtrange Parliament, to make fo many Law# 
as a man that feareth God cannot obey |! 
If Mr. B. had any fear or reverence of men, 
he would not thas reproach the Governours, 
and defame their Laws, and all the while cry 
out of Perſecution. But what are-thoſe im- 
pious Laws? This you may find in another 
Book called , A ſearch for the Engliſh Schife 
matick ; where he ſtates the caſe berween the 
Dioceſan Canoneer, and the preſent meer Now- 
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conformiſts 3 and though be determine not ( as 
he ſays) which of , them i the Schiſmatick, yet 
he makes the Book to be a pair of Spetlatles 
for the Purllind to diſcern it, p. 43. This is 
juſt as he dealt by his firf# Phe, where' be 
tells us he will not urge the Caſe, but men- 
tion matters of Fatt onely : Yet in his Book 
of Concord he ſays, To anſwer the earneſt de. 
mand of our Reaſons ( againſt Conformity ) 
7 you the Lord Biſhop of Ely, 1 bave publi- 
ed an Hiſtorical Narraties, &c. How did 
this anſwer the Biſhops earneſt demand of 
Reaſons, if it did not contain them, when Mr. 
B. ſays that was the end of publiſhing that 
Book? Any one that uſeth Mr. B.'s Spefla- 
cles may ce they were his Reaſons, though 
he might well be aſhamed to call them 1o. 
But as for thoſe Speacits that will fo plainl 
diſcover the Engliſh Schiſmatick, a very ski 
tul Artiſt hath turned into a Looking g/af, 
which if Mr. B. be not afraid to make ule of, 
he may thereby fee him whom he pretends 
to ſearch for : it is called , 4 Diſcourſe about 
Church-unity, in defence of Dr. Stillingfleer. 
The Laws oppoſed , are ſuch as were made on 
mature deliberation, to ſecure our peace : 
The Ac for Uniformity and renouncing the 
the Covenapt : The Declaration, that it is 
not lawful on any pretence whatſoever, fe.

107 of his Third Defence, where he pleads 
for excuſing the ignorant people, who, when 
diviſions fall - out between King and Parlia- 
ment, do doubt which it is -that ſhould te 
obeyed : ( He adds) Chrif# was drawn by 
Hypocrites to pay tribute to Czar, rather than 
offend ; as if our Saviour did what he never 
intended ; or really approved, to comply 
with Hypocrites. And who can wonder if 
he that ſpeaks thus of the Maſter, ſhould not 
ſtick to revile his Diſciples, making the Con- 
formiſts ſo many deliberately perjured per- 
ſons; and,which is in his own Language Mex- 
dacium magnum, That about Six T. and per- 
ſons that had gone the other way , did declare 
their aſſent and conſent to a Book which they 
never ſaw, p. 69 of his ſecond Defence, Mr. 
Preface to Di. ©- COMPlains, That at ſuch time

was guilty of many heinous ſ:ns in the con- 
ſtirution of it : And when that -Reverend 
Doctor endeavoured to quench thoſe Juniper- 
coals which had well-nigh ſer all in a flame, 
he flies in his face , charging him with plea- 
ding for preſumption , profanation , uſurpation, 
uncharitableneſs,and ſchiſm, p. 73. of his Anſwer 
to the Dr.'s Sermon. Again, when the Dr. - 
faid , that preaching in oppoition to the Laws 
eſtabliſhed, is contrary to the Doftrine of all the 
Noxconformiſts of former times; Mr. B. re- 
plies, p. 21. This Aſſertion'is ſo raſh and falſe in 
matters of notorious fait, that it weakeneth his 
reverence of . the Doctors judgement in matters 
of Right, p. 8. So that the Doctor might 
well Gy that he wrote that Book in a continued 
fit of anger. And how could it be otherwiſe, 
teeing that, as-Dr. Burnet relates of the Earl 
of Rocheſter, when God gave him a ſight of his 
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fins, that he confeſſed he had been drunk froe 
years together: 50 Mr. B. had been diſtem- 
pered with an habit of wrath and rage againſt 
the Government of the Church: ever fince 
he was Nineteen years old ; how:could he 
chuſe but write” with the ſpirit of Gall and 
bitterneſs againſt ſuch an- Adverfary as would 
diſſe him alive, and diſcover allithe Diſtem: 
pers of that dying man? And”what could 
Mr. B.do leſs than call the Doctor's Sermon 
a Schiſmatical Sermon,that would fo divide Mr. 
Bthat makes Union impoſſible in any Church 
but what he himſelf ſhall give being and union 
to? And yet this man of wrath is angry with 
himſelf, that he was not more angry with 
the Doctor : For p. 12. of Second Defence, I 
profeſs ( ſays he) I felt ſo little paſſion in wri- 
ting that Book, that I think verily I finned al 
the while for want of a livelier ſenſe of the fin 
and hurt which I was detefling by my Confuta- 
tion.

But as Mr. H. fays, in de- 
fence of Mr. B. Some men have humours and 
ways of their own. And this, it ſeems, is the

Nor-can any one recon 
ctle-theſe Contradictions. D 
One thing I ſhall obſerve from this Charch-

# there were not one true word 4n the whole 
book : though even this imitating of Philip 
Nerius mn extemperary Exerciſes and. ſeparate 
Meetings, is bv Mr. B. himfelf-parallel'd with 
qurs.as the Original and Copy, ip. 22. of Pres 
face to Mr. B's Now or Never; The. Meetings 
. of theOratorians and their Exercifes, are ſo like 
thoſe now abhorred by many, &c.".. Then comes 
forth his fr# and ſecond Plea for Peace. Of 
the firit, Dr. SritL lays, It ſeems. to be deſigned 
on purpoſe to reprefent the Clergie of our. C harch 
as a company of notorious lying -perjured Villains, 
for conforming to the Laws he Land, and Or- 
ers eſtabliſhed, with no leſs than thirty Aggra- 
vations. of the. fin\of Conformity.” And Mr. B. 
mhis Anſwer ſeems to juſtific it : And with a 
great deal-of 'vain-glory, in the latter end of 
that Look printeth a coniplemental. Letter 
ſent bim from Mr. Glawvil in 1661. to ſhew 
how he loves the applauſe of men; whiich ra- 
ther than he would want, he blows a Trum- 
\pet himſelf in_ another boolkd called the Orely 
; "way to Concord, ſaying in the Preface to Biſhop 
'Morly and Biſhop Gunning. I am fully perſwaded 
. that 
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that in this book T have told you a rigbter way 
Chriſtian Concord; ' more divine, ſure, harmleſs, 
and ebeufrue, fitted by Chrift himſelf tothe 
more of ol good men, yea of. the Church and all 
tbe World. te ſpeaks as it he had gotten an 
intallible Spurit, and -had not onely the Pref- 
byter, bur the: Pope in” his belly. Whercas 
that way. of. Concord will rather . prove [2 
means of, perpetuating Diſcord and Diviſions 
inthe Churc.. + In that book he.calls the Bi- 
ſhops Thorns. and Thiſtles,..the Military Inſtru- 
ments of the Devil, and accounts them to be 
mad Dogs ; applying a Welch Proverb, to 
them, Though thy. Dog he thy own, truft hin 
wt when he:u mad ; . in the-Premonitioy.. . He 
railsat the Laws in a, Verie of Ovid: 1d quod 
natura remittit; Iwvide Jura negant. ( Aﬀter 
the Contents.) ... men = 
Dr, Szill. propounded ſeveral Conceſſions to 
.be.made., for. the caſe. of the Diſſenters, wie. 
The uſe-gf :the Crof, the Surplice, kneeling at 
i the Sacrament, &c. (in the cloſe of his Pre- 
.tace; ). which Mr. B. rejets, ſaying, That the 
. benefit would redound bi & ſuis, :(1.e. to the 
Dottor and his Party ) not reaching our neceſ- 
fities, but much better thannothing, p. 21. of his 
ſecond Defence. Nothing will fatisfie hinz,but 
the altering the Species of Epiſcopacy, chan- 
ing the Liturgy for a Diretory, and repea- 
Bo ſuch Acts of Parliament as were n_— to 
ecure 
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ſecure the Peace of the Nation againſt fuch 
ſedirious perlons and prattices as had once 
deſtroyed it. And þ. 34. of his thr Defents, 
part 2. Mr. B. threatneth another deftruftion 
to it : for comparing the conſtitution of our 
Church toa feparating Wall; or dividing thor- 
ny Hedge, he prafeſſeth, Yhat he (An. 1660) 
once as it the mof} earne#t attion of his life, 
Yo prevent the Builtling of this Wall or Hedge :

Ho pull tt down.” "And Theltevthim: for then 
he hopes he ſhall ke fer up not” as a'Parochial 
Biſhop, but an Archbiſhop, ſucceeding the A. 
Poſtles in the orghn: ceof Government”; 
or at Jeaſt as'ah Officer of the King And1 
Þzvc heard of a Prapaſal, that Dr. 0. and Mr. 
'B:may be ro ofthe. frrſt Archbiſhops.” P.56. 
of the laſt part of that book; he fays, That 
"which hath been [the chief cayfe untl engive of 
Divifion, will never become the means or terms 
of Concord; but. fach are the multitutle of unne- 
ceffary, uncertain, humane Decrees, "Laws, and 
Canons of Faith and 'Religiqn , whatever the 

oud ant ignorant ſay to the" contrary.” (Yet 
Serlomon faid, Ts the multitude of Connſellors 
"there is ſafety.) P.39. Tn a word (faith he) 
Councils of Bifhops have been but Church-Ar- 
mies, of which at firft the Patriarks were 'Gene- 
als, and afterward Popes and Emperours, who 
fought it ot for viftory. And p.771, 72. he 
con- 
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condemns the Latheran and Calvinif?, the E- 
raſt ians and Behemifts, as well as the Dioceſan 
ways of Concord : And adds, What the Inde- 
pendent have done towards Didifion and Sepa- 
ratio, it is in vain in this Age to recite ; and 
many wiſe wen think br the my "Y 
wver-Violent -rejetts all Epi , fettins 
unerdained es; Me 9 9, Jerens - 
headed by National Afſemblies, are droifrue and 
- wwwarrentable,' as their making by the Scotch 
Croenant the renouncing v4 the Pre tobe the 
Teft of National Concord alſo was.” What re- 
mains then 2 Nothing but Mr. B.'s Model is 
the Onely, Onely, Onely way of Concord : Mere 
ſure, divine, appointed by Chrift himſelf, &c. 
But where any perſoa ſhould find that Rule of 
which Mr. B. ſpeaks ſo confuſedly himſelf, is 
the great Queſtion ; for thus he concludes that 
book : 1. Approving the beft : 2. Tolerating 
the tolerable : 3. Sacraments free, and not for- 
ced : 4. The intolerable reſtrained, the Teft of 
toleration being this : 5. Whether ſuch tolerated 
Worſhip do more good or hurt : 6. Magiſtrates 
keeping all in peace, would heal us. But alas, 
Magiſtrates, Laws, and - Power, are refiſted.: 
Every Faltion count themſelves more tolerable 
than others, yea condemn others as intolerable, 
and judge of meu and things as beft, by their a- 
gree ing with'their-,own perſwaſions ; and ſo the 
Onely way of Concord will Jeave uw /tift tne 
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Confufion. Yet Mr B. fearing the book would 
fall into the hands of bad Neighbours, he 
ſends it forth with the higheſt compmendatt- 
ons. In the. Preface to his ſecond Defence,” / 
value it ( faith he) above all the refF, being 
aſſured that the Churches will never otherwiſe be 
healed, than by that impartial; ſure, and _- 
Catholick way, which ſome have reviled, but 
wone ſince ” I know of confuted ; nor need 
they : for it fo confutes it ſelf, that there needs 
no other confutation but the reading of it. 
Here'it is that he calls the Clergy 7yrants, 
P. 37. Thorns and Thiſtles , grievous Watves, 
and the Military Inſtruments " of the Devil. 
P. 123. Under the name of Biſhops, = are 
Troublers, Perſecutors, and Deſtroyers. P. 47. 
Here he ſays, That to tell them as Mr. Dodwel 
doth, that no unlawful thing is impoſed, will as 
much ſatisfie them, as if he had faid that lying, 
perjury, and deliberately covenanting again? 
Gods Precepts, and for corrupting his Boos Do- 
trine, Worſhip, and Diſcipline, are lawful things. 
P. 9..of his laſt part, He accounts all Biſhops and 
Paſtors that have not the conſent of the people, 
fo be Uſurpers. And infers, p.10. If the 
Femple or Tythes be given to a PriefF or Biſhe 

wot lawfully called or conſented to' by the Flock, 
and another be lawfully called (ie. by the peo- 
ple ) whom ' the 'Magiftrate: cafteth' out of the 
Temple and Tythes, it is the peoples duty to ad- 
| here 
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'here to bim' that us juſtly called; it 1s not always 
a. dgty to adhere to him whom the Magiſtrate 
impoſeth : the Churches met againft the will of 
the Magiſtrates above three hundred years. As 


if our Magiſtrates were heathen -perſecutors : 


tor Chriſtian Magiſtrates ( he fays, p. 143.) 
muft keep peace among all, both ved and 
tolerated, and not ſuffer any unpeaceable Prea- 
ching or Diſputes which tend to deſtroy Love and 
Quietneſs, nor ſuffer railing Calumnies againif 
each other to be publifked or printed. Now 
whether Mr. B's way be the Onely way of Con- 
cord, or needs any other contutation, let the 
Reader judge. 

And ſuch as the way of Concord, ſuch are 
the Pleas for Peace, (1.e.) Pleas for Schiſm 
and Divifion, and ſuch Trumpets as give no 
uncertain ſound to a War. For he proclaims 
the terms for Vniformity to be to them morally 
impoſſible, and i grieved that he muſt ſet forth 
an unarmed Defence. He tells the people of 
many hainous ins in their Conformity,thou 
he had formerly encouraged it, and contor- 
med himſelf as a Lay-man. But now God- 


fathers and Godmothers, the Signe of the Croſs, 


and kneeling at Sacrament, reading the Apocry- 
pha, the Office of Burial, all are okred tot 
people as ſinful ; or they are encouraged to 
think them fo : for Mr. B. thinks it a fin in 
Magiſtrates to puniſh them for their Noncon- 
formity, 
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formity. But the great quarrel isagainf{ the 
Laws tor Subſcription and renauncing the Cove- 
xant, &c. of which he ſpeaks dreadtul things; 
calls them the tearing Engines of the Law ; re- 
peefeuts the — ag =_ 
the Clergy as a company of natorieus, tying, a 
perjured Villains, And tells the Magiltrates 
( in the Epiſtle, for they were the Legiſlators) 
It is now ſeventeen years fince wear two thouſand - 
Miniſters of Chriſt were by Law farbiddev the 
exerciſe of their Office, undef they did conforns to 
Subſcriptions, Covenants, Declarations, and 
Praftices ; which we durſt not do,becauſe we fea- 
red God. ( As if the Magiſtrates had no fear 
of God.) The reaſon of which Impoſitions, it is 
God,and not we,muſt have an account of from the 
Convocation , &c. By which Sc. he muſt 
mean the Law-makers. He ſays, He bad read 
the books written for Conformity, aud thinks Mr. 
Tombs had written more for Anabaptiſtry, a late 
Hungarian for Polygamy, many for Drunkenneſs, 
Stealing and Lying in caſe of weceſſity, than th 
for the terms of Conformity, as the Conformiſts 
deſcribe them. | 
His ſecond Plea is to the ſame tune: Zt was 
publiſhed ( faith he in the Title-page ) to ſave 
our lives and the Kingdoms peace from the falſe 
and bloudy Plotters, who would perſwade the 
King and People that the Nonconformiſts are 
Presbyterians and Fanaticks : And next, that 
it 
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it was ſuch Presbyterians that killed his Fa- 
ther : That our Principles are rebellious, &c. 
and in the Preface makes this challenge; 7 
defire thoſe that ſeek our bloud and ruine, to tell 
me, if they can, what Body or Party of men on 
earth have more ſound and loyal Principles of 
Government and Obedience. He fays indeed, 
p- 109. Weare far from defguing any abaſement 
of. the Clergie ; nor da we deny or draw others to 
deny any due reverence to them; yet he calls the 


Bifhops Popiſh Clergje-men, Thorns and Thiſtles, 


and the mzlitary Inſtruments of the Devil ; and 
complains of tearing Engines, Goals, ſtarving, 
and Bloudy perſecution, ruine, and death. 
Thevery reading of fuch things are to an 
ingenuous perſon a.ſufficient confutation of 
his Books, which, being ſo many , ( for he 


tells us he bath written Eighty Books, and ma- 


ny of them in the Plural Number, by a con- 
ſult it ſeems with the Brotherhood ) I am 
fearful to meddle farther with,leſt I ſhould pro-

a Character as I have begun, if it were drawn 


.by ſome perſon that hath known the man 


and his communication from the beginning 
of - our Wars ( for I have diſcovered no more 
than what he was pleaſed to tell the world 
in his Writings) would be more effeCtuasl to 


filence and ſhame him, than all the Laws of 
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the Land , or all the Arguments of his kear- 
ned Adyerſaries, how _ ſoever : for he 
is reſolved as long as he lives to have the laſt 
word, and to anſwer all that ſhall be faid a» 
gainſt him with down-right railing Exclama. 
tions to the People, ſophuſtical Evaſions, and 
rather than fail, with plain Self-contradi- 
Etions. And of late days his wont is to con- 
fute his Adverſaries as a young Scholar . did 
Bellarmine in one word, Mentiris. But if con- 
tradiftio fit oppofitionum Maxima, ( as Mr. B. 
grants) there is not a more common lyar 
than he, who hath beyond any other fo tre- 
quently and flatly contradifted himſelf ( for 
of contradictory Propoſitions, if the one be 
true, the other is falſe, z..e.a lye.) And this 
being another fit medium to confute many 
of lus Writings, I may, it occaſion ſerve, 
make up one Volume more of Mr. B.'s Works, 
ſuch, as though he be able to ſplit a Hair, he 
ſhall never beable to reconcile. Mr. R. L'E- 
ſtrange hath given an Eſſay how far Richard 
difters from B. Sodid the Reflecter on his 
Sacrilegious Deſertion; and though but in a 
few particulars, yet it put him to a nonplus, - 
and ſet him a whining, ſaying, 7 cas reconcile 
my own words , though he cannot : And all is 
not contradittion which men that anderſtand not 
words think ſo, p. 148. of his Third Defence. 
Andp. 151. never taught Mr. L'Eſtrange 20 
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underſtand my writings ; but I can reconcile 
more than be can: as if they underſtood not 
the difference between a Negative and -Aﬀr- 
mative Propoſition. So that conſidering with 
what contumely, inſtead of argument, he hath 
anſwered Dr. Stillingfleet, I think no diſcreet 
man will trouble himſelf to anſwer his im- 
pertinences. The Impleader of his firſt and 
ſecond Plea, anſwered all that was confidera- 
ble in thoſe Books, and reflefted on his Book 
of Concord and Prognoſtication ; who returns 
ſcarce any thing but a Mertiris , even ſome- 
times when the /mpleader repeated Mr. B.'s 
own words. The Impleader anſwered that bold 
Challenge of Mr. B. in his Second Plea, to 
ſhew what party of men were of more ſound 
Judgement than the Nonconformiſts in point 
of obedience, 's 72. ſhews who were Presby- 
| terians, who began the War, who killed the 
Royal Martyr : on what rebellious Principles 
they went, and who are plotting a Rebellion : 
of what dangerous conſequence his immoral 
Prognoſtication is like to be. Which things 
Mr. B. takes notice of in -his Third Defence, 
but in all haſte ſeeks to evade them, and com- 
plains, p. 146. of his Third Defence, that the 
Impleader rakes up the attions of the evil Civil 
War. as if that were any thing to the preſent 
Cauſe; that he heaps up —— prom 4 untruths : 
that he had fully confuted them before ; and

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then takes up'an exclamation , O miſerable 
world ! where the very Preachers of holineſs, 
leve, and Peace, go on to the Grave and Fudge: 
ment, and Ejernity, fighting againſt Holineſs, 
Love, and Peace. And whether Mr. B. be 
one of that number, let the Reader Judge. 

If any ſhall demand to what purpoſe I 
have collected all this ? Iſhould not have pre- 
ſumed to give fuch an, Anſwer as Mr. B. hath 
prompted , p. 151. of his Third Defence, To 
ſhew whether I be not a giddy , mutable , ſelf- 
' contradifting Fool and Knave. | ſhould onely 
have inferred , that notwithſtanding all his 
pretences to Piety and Peace , he may pro- 
bably have fome evil defigns againſt both ; 
tor the things related are moſtly matters of 
Fact, recorded by his own hand ; and there- 
fore I hope his ſeduced followers will conſider 
to what manner of Guide they have com- 
mitted the condu&t of their Souls; and what 
probability there is of gathering Grapes from 
ſuch 7horns. And becauſe by the mouth of 
two or three Witneſſes every thing is eſtabliſhed, 
I ſhall conclude with the Teſtimony of two 
or three credible perſons of his own Frater- 
nity : The firſt is Mr. Herle, a noted Pref- 
byterian, who, as Mr. Bagſhaw reports, faid 
of Mr. B. That it had been app for the 
Church of God if Mr. B.'s friends had never 

ſent him to School, "The ſecond is Mr. or: 
at 
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dry, who-was of the fame Opinion. And'he 
mentions a Third perſon, as knowing in the 
myſtery of Godline(s as either of them; who 
faid, That notwithſtanding the great noiſe raiſed 
about Mr. B. be would end in fleſh and Blood. 
But theſe Teſtimonies are nothing to that 
whereby the Great J , before whom he 
hath fo often fumm others, will ſentence 
him ex ore ſuo. 

If any think Mr. B. is too ſeverely hand- 
led , let him conſider it is by a Rod of his 
own making, though it be ſmartly applied ; 
and that though he be a thouſand times more 
obnoxious than the worſt of thoſe Biſhops 
whom he fo catumniates, yet hath he ſpoken 
malicioufly and falſety of them ; which the 
Collector hath not done by him. The beſt 
is, the words of ſuch a ſcandalous perſon will 
not be taken as a blot. And I defire my con- 
forming Brethren not to be troubled at the 
Railings or Reproaches of this Zealot ; and 
that they would forbear troubling him, who, 
as he faith, hath been a dying man almoft theſe 
forty years. And though 1 never ſpake nor 
thought half fo il of him, as he hath recor- 
ded of himſelf ; yet I. ſhall charitably hope 
and pray, that if he live toſee himfelt in this 
his own Glafs, he will yet at laſt repent of 
thoſe ſins which he cannot but condema as 
yery heinous and dangerous in the fight 6 
Bl G 
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God and man. - 1 ſhall be fo charitable as to 
propoſe a method to eaſe him from one great 
fear. Mr. B. ſeems much troubled to think 
that his Adverfaries may have the laſt word 
of him. . Now —_— _ 
Preface to FZ;cringle by oppoſing Dr. Stilling- 
fo 2556 fleet, Kath ingratiated himſelf with 
Mr. B. of whom he doth not come 
much ſhort in confident boaſting of himſelf, 
It is a difficult matter to infuſe to him the 
art of Defining and Diſtinguiſhing , by which 
Mr. B. is able to evade any Argument : But 
this defe&t may be ſupplied , if Mr. B. be- 
queath him his Eighty Books, and enjoyn 
him eſpecially to ſtudy his Arguments for Se- 
paration , and the heinous (ins of Conformity, 
which he ſhall finde often repeated, and to ap- 
ply them on all occaſions. But let him not 
do as in his Naked Truth, conceal the name 
of his Benefattor , but quote him rotidew 
verbis ; and ſo Mr. B. may have the laſt 
word as long as the FaCtion continueth. But 
if this fear C thus removed, I queſtion whe- 
ther a greater will not follow ( viz- ) of be- 
ing like Feroboam, who having ſet up Calves 
at Dan and Bethel in oppoſition to the eſta- 
bliſhed Worſhip , is recorded to have made 
Iſrael to fin, not in his life-time onely, but 
long after his death : and how dreadful the 
final Sentence of ſuch a one may be , I _ 
men 
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mend .to:Mr. B's moſt. ſerious Meditations. 
But if Mr. B.. who fo folemaly cites others 
to Judgement, continueth to go on impeni- 
tently to that dreadful day*; I ſhall yet pray 
for hum as he doth for the Conformiſts, Lord 
have mercy on him. And becauſe I doubt not 
bnt his Friends and Diſciples will raiſe . Mo- 
nument to perpetuate the Memory of. their 
Maſter, I ſhall commend: this CharaQteriſtical 
Epitaph.
